Hoc the following Voyage was chiefly undertaken from 
| motives of curioſity by Mr. Cox, the fur trade on the North Weſt 
Coaſt of America was its ultimate object; and for this purpoſe, a fine new 
copper - bottomed veſſel called the Mercvay, of one hundred and fifty- 
two tons burden, was built by that in genious naval architect Mr. 
| STALKAART, of Deptford, 

Trovcn this veſſel was univerſally allowed to be a moſt elegant mo- 
del, and found to be a very prime failer, ſhe was not altogether calculated 
for a voyage of this nature, in the courſe of which it was more than 
probable he would have to combat with a great deal of bad weather; as 
the was too deep waiſted to admit of a good barricade for our people, 

Having a tier of ports fore and aft; and had a remarkable hollow counter 
| to give her ſtern a handſome rake, the bad effects of which we experi- 

enced whenever we had occaſion to lay-to, or were at anchor in au open 

 roadſted in rough weather, as the ſea uſed to ſtrike at thoſe times, with 

ſuch violence under her counter, as to threaten us with immediate de- 
ſtruction, by driving in her ſtern-frame, and pooping us: her bottom 
alſo was extremely ſharp, ſo that had ſhe taken the ground, it would have 
been next to impoſſible to have got her off again, if ſhe had not imme- 


diately 
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diately upſet. Another circumſtance I muſt not omit to mention is, 


that we ſteered by means of a vertical wheel, which gave us great room 


upon deck, and light below ; but towards the end of the voyage, we 
ſuffered ſome inconvenience, owing to the cogs of the ſpindle that fit 
into and turn thoſe of a wheel by means of which the helm is ſhifted, 


being chafed to ſuch a degree by the continual friction, that, notwith- 
' ſtanding we kept them conſtantly oiled, they were rendered almoſt uſe- 
leſs : it would therefore be highly neceſſary for the captain or maſter of 


any veſſel ſteered by this method, and deſtined for a long voyage, to be 
provided with a ſpare ſpindle or two, in caſe of accidents. 


1 am aware that ſome people will fay, What was the end propoſed by 
our taking ſuch a circuitous route to the place of our deſtination, and that 


they cannot conceive our reaſons for going to OONALASKA, &c.? In 


anſwer to this I muſt inform them, that J am not altogether acquainted 


wit Mr. Cox's motives for what he did; but only underſtood from him, 


that as he was under an urgent neceſſity to go to China, he choſe rather 
to go in his own veſſel than in an Indiaman, eſpecially as he had a great 
defire to viſit the Hlands in the South Seas; and I am pretty con- 
fident his expectations were by no means fanguine of doing any buſineſs 
upon the coaſt that ſeaſon, as he well knew he was confiderably too late, 


but wiſhed to be early in China for the veſſel to proceed to the North 
Weſt Coaſt in proper time, the enſuing ſeaſon. 


Bur, 
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Bor, whether the Voyage anſwered the immediate end propoſed by 
it or not, it' cannot but be a pleaſing circumſtance ta Mr. Cox and all 
who were concerned in it, to reflect that it has been productive of ſeveral 
valuable purpoſes, and perhaps in no one inſtance more than the exploring 
the Iſland of Amſterdam ; for I am already aflured that the information 
reſpecting it, furniſhed by the following. Voyage, has induced ſome ad- 
venturers to fit out veſſels for the purpoſes of ſealing, and the whale- 
fiſhery in its vicinity; and I make very little doubt of their ſucceſs, as 
the neighbouring Ifland of St. Paul is ſuppoſed to abound with an equal 


number of marine animals; and the whales we ſaw during our ſtay at 
Amſterdam, and which were in great abundance, were of the ſpermaceti 


IT is preſumed alſo, that the account of the Maria Iflands, as far as 
they were explored by us, will be found intereſting, aud afford ſome enter- 


tainment to the curious. And laſtly, though not of the leaſt importance, 


was our viſit to OTAHEITE; whereby I have been enabled to commu- 
nicate ſuch intelligence to the Admiralty reſpecting the probable deſti- 
nation of the mutineers on board his Majeſty's ſhip Bounty, as, it is hoped, 


will enable Captain EpwarDs of the PAN DORA frigate, ſent out ex- 


preſsly for the purpoſe of ſearching for theſe daring offenders, to bring 
them to that condign puniſhment they fo juſtly merit. 


I HALL make no further apology for publiſhing my Narrative ; 
but muſt requeſt the indulgence of my nautical readers with regard

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to technical terms, as I am conſcious 1 may not have deſcribed the 
different ſituations we were in, in ſo ſeaman- like a manner as if I had 
been bred to the profeſſion. With reſpect to the latitudes and longitudes 
of places, I have invariably adhered to Mr. Cox's obſervations. 


Tux effuſions of a grateful heart can be but feebly expreſſed by words; 
I ſhall therefore only aſſure the reſpectable patrons and encouragers of 
this my firſt literary adventure, that I feel moſt ſenſibly the importance 
of the favour conferred. :

AVING laid in a large ſtock of every neceflary article for a 
long voyage, and bein 8 completely prepared for ſea, we ſailed 
from Graveſend on Thurſday the 26th of February 1789, and arrived in 


the Downs the 27th, where we came to an anchor, and put our pilot on 


ſhore. Next morning, we weighed anchor and failed from the Downs 
with the wind at North Eaſt. 


Ox the 1ſt of March, we ſaw the Start bearing North North Eaſt, 
diſtant eight or nine miles. On the 12th, ſaw the iſlands of Great 
Canary and Teneriffe. At noon, the body of Great Canary bore South 
ten or twelve leagues diſtant, and Teneriffe Weſt South Weſt, thirteen or 
fourteen leagues. In the evening we arrived at Teneriffe, and anchored 


in the road of SANTA Cavuz oppoſite the city of that name, in eighteen

fathoras water, ſandy bottom mixed with mud. Upon our arrival, we 
were viſited by the maſter of the port, who enquired the name of the 
from whence ſhe came, &.. We found Commodore Cornwallis:

with the Phoenix, Perſeverance, and Atalanta frigates, bound to the 
Eaſt-Indies.

I AccoMPANIED Mr. Cox on ſhore, with an intention to pay our re- 


ſpects to the Governor; but not finding him at home, we contented our- 
ſelves with requeſting Mr. Adams, captain of the, port, who had been- 


ſo obliging as to accompany us, to inform his Excellency that we had 


done ourſelves the honour to wait upon him 3 3 and ſo ended- this cuſto-

TENERIFFE is by far the moſt conſiderable of the Canary Iflands,. 
both as to trade and population, ad enjoys in common with them, a moſt 


delightful and ſalubrious climate: it is computed chat forty thouſand 


pipes of wine are annually made in this iſland, a conſiderable part of 
which they export; the reſt is conſumed in the iſland, it being the com- 
mon beverage of the inhabitants. 'The Teneriffe wine is palatable and 
wholeſome, and poſſeſſes a tolerable good body, but I believe it will not 
keep any great length of time : this wine forms the principal and al-

Tux city of Laguna, formerly the capital of the iſland, is now gone 4 789. 
to decay, and the city of Santa Cruz takes the lead. Here the Go- * 
vernor- general of the Canary Iſlands reſides; though the biſhop's OPEN: 
ſee, the courts of judicature, &c. are at the city of Palmas, in Grand 
Canaria. 29 

Taz preſent inhabitants of Teneriffe are Spaniards, the original na- ; 
tives being nearly extinct, or ſo blended by intermarriages with the 
Spaniards, as not to be diſtinguiſhed from them. They are in general of 
a very ſwarthy complexion ; ſome of the ladies, however, who wear veils, 
and ſeldom ſtir out of the houſe till evening, are tolerably fair, being 

| ſcreened from the effects of the ſun : upon the whole, they are a comely 
ſet of people, well-fhaped, and eaſy and erect in their gait : they are re- 
markably polite, and you ſeldom meet a Spaniſh officer or gentleman 


who does not touch his hat as you paſs ; nay, the very ee pay ;

SANTA CRUZ makes a pretty appearance, when viewed from the 
ſea, the houſes being white, coveted with red tiles, and a few palm-trees 4 
ſcattered among them: it contains ſeveral churches and convents, and 
an excellent ſtone pier for the convenience of ſhipping and landing of 
goods. Cloſe to the pier 1s a pleaſant walk, made by the preſent Go- 
vernor, and planted with trees; but as he is no favourite with the | 4 
principal part of the inhabitants, they chooſe to expreſs their diſlike of him 
by- not frequenting this walk. There is likewiſe a very elegant marble 
e obeliſk at a little diſtance” from the pier; erected i in honour of an image 
called by ths people of Teneriffe, Our Lon of Candelaria ; which 
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image is held in great eſtimation, particularly by the lower claſs: of 


people, who tell many , abſurd ſtories relative to its firſt appearance in 


the iſland, the many miracles it has performed, &c, At the top of the 


obeliſk is placed the ſtatue of Our Lady of Candelaria; and at its baſe 


are four well-executed figures repreſenting the ancient kings or princes 
of Teneriffe, each of which has the ſhin-bone of a man's leg in 
his hand. On the four ſides of the pedeſtal are the following inſcrip- 
tions in Spaniſh, which a gentleman was ſo obliging as to tranſlate for 
Mr, Cox : | :

„THE Chriſtian conquerors implored her ſpecial protection of

Tux interior parts of many of the large houſes in this iſland reſemble: 
our ancient inns in England: you enter a large gateway into a ſpa- 
cious quadrangle, with a ſtaircaſe and gallery ſurrounding the court 
leading to the different apartments. Moſt of the houſes have balconies, 
where the inhabitants fit and enjoy the air; the rooms are unprovided 


with fire-places, they having no occaſion for fires but for culinary pur- 
poſes. There is very little fruit at this. ſeaſon of the year at Teneriffe ; 
but in the ſummer there are plenty of grapes, oranges, lemons, peaches, 


mulberries, almonds, figs, pears, walnuts, &c. with moſt of the vege- 


tables and roots we have in England. 


I Took a ride in- company with Mr. Cox to PorTo OnnaTava, 
about twenty-five miles from. Santa Cruz: we rode on mules, which 
are much better calculated for this country than horſes, the roads. 
being in general extremely ſteep and craggy. We aſcended ſome moun- 
tains whoſe ſummits were above the clouds, and found it very wet 


and cold in theſe: aerial regions. The country near Porto Orratava. 


is much more fertile than in the neighbourhood of Santa Cruz, and 
agreeably 
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agreeably interſperſed with corn-fields and vineyards : we found the 


Indian fig and aloe growing, wild in great plenty and luxuriance, 


and a ſpecies of red lilly, which made a pretty appearance in the 
hedges. | 


I vs r confeſs, the famous Pre or Pike of Texer1Ipes did not altoge- 
ther anſwer the expectations I had formed of it, though it is a ſtupendous 
mountain, and computed to be twelve thouſand three hundred and forty 
ſeet above the level of the ſea: its ſummit is covered with ſnow, and 
when reflected upon by the ſun, makes a moſt brilliant and beautiful 
appearance; but what conſiderably diminiſhes the grandeur of the effect 
of this mountain is, the great height of the adjacent ones, ſeveral 
of them being not much inferior to the Pic. I had a deſire to have 
aſcended the Pic, but was infortned that it was impracticable at this 
ſeaſon of the year, eſpecially as there was more ſnow upon it than had 
been remembered for ſome years paſt. 

Ox the 16th, Commodore Cornwallis failed with his ſquadron for 
the Eaſt-Indies. 


ON the morning of this day ſome of our people, who had before 5 
ſhewn marks of diſcontent, openly declared they would proceed, no. 
farther on the voyage, and refuſed to do any work; but in the evening | 
they apologized to Captain Cox for their bad behaviour, alledging as au 
excuſe, that they were in liquor at the time. Mr. Cox, however, 
thought proper to diſcharge from the ſhip two men who had been very 


impertinent; one of whom was a very dangerous, ſeditious fellow, who

had. told a number of idle ſtories to the other ſeamen, and was in a great 


meafure the cauſe of the preſent diſturbance: We did not ſuſtain any 
loſs of hands by theſe men quitting the ſhip, as they were replaced by 


two Portugueſe ſailors, who. came on board juſt as we were on the point 


of ſailing.” 


Ox the 25th, we weighed anchor and failed from Teneriffe, after 


having completed the buſineſs for which we: came there; ſuch as 
caulking the ſhip, ſetting up ſome of the rigging afreſh, filling our 
empty water-caſks, getting on board ſome wine, &c. At fix in the 
evening, the Pic bore North Weſt, diſtant about _ leagues, our 
courſe wie South Weſt and by South.

Ox the night of the 6th of April, we crofled' the EqQu1NoeTIAEL 


Lins, in 20˙ Weſt longitude, wind Eaſt, with frequent ſqualls, and 


thunder and lightning; our courſe South ; the thermometer at 820 5 


Tun next day was equally ſqually, accompanied with heavy ſhowers 


of rain : our third mate ſtruck a large porpouſe in the morning, and got 
it on board. 
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1789. Ox che 8th, a boat was hoiſted out to try the current, which was 
Arrius. found to ſet Weſt North Wet, at the rate of five fathoms an hour. 
Tu weather being very fine on the 20th, with light winds, the 
cutter was hoiſted out and failed againſt the ſhip, which in the courſe 
of half an hour ſhe left conſiderably aſtern.

| Ox: the 21ſt, we croſſed the Troetc of CArRIconx, in 2915 Weſt 
longitude: the weather was at this time, and had been for ſeveral days, 


nearly as warm as when we paſſed the Equator, the thermometer 8 1 
ing, with little variation, at 80* and 81“. 


Ar noon of the 27th, we were by obſervation in 345 40' South lati- 
tude, the latitude in which it is uſual for ſhips that are bound round 
the Carr of Goop Hoys to bear away ; but as our commander meant 
to touch at the Is. anDs of TrISTAN DA Counna to fill up our empty 
water-caſks, we continued ſteering South Eaſt, and South Eaſt by South, 
till the evening of the 28th, when we ſaw the Iſlands, but at too 


great a diſtance to windward for us to fetch them ; we therefore 


ſteered Eaſt, and bore away for the Cape with a fine breeze from The 
South Weſt. _ 


On the 29th we bad a great many Albatroſſes, Pintadb, and other 


birds flying about the ſhip; and we found the air conſiderably cooler 
chan it had been for ſome days paſt, the thermometer being now at 620

Hope, and two ſail ſtanding towards the land: at half paſt three, we 8 84

At noon we ſhortened fail and hove-to, 
to ſpeak an American brig, the Anthony, from New-York, bound to 
Canton, Mr. Cox ſent a boat on board the Anthony with ſome letters; 
and as ſoon as ſhe returned and was hoiſted in again, we made fail and pur- 
ſued our courſe, ſteering South Eaſt, with a freſh breeze from the North | 
Weſt. In the courſe of the day we faw ſeveral gannets, Cape hens, 1 
and other birds,

many whales ſwimming about the ſhip. * 


IT being a very fine day on the th, and nearly calm, our ſmall, boat 

was hoiſted out, and we ſhot a couple of albatroſſes, an oſprey, or 
quebrantahueſſos, and a bird reſembling a crow. The largeſt of the 
albatroſſes meaſured ten feet one inch from the tip of one wing to that 

- _ the other; and 1 am informed they are frequently of much 
| greater extent; they wanted, in common with the. other birds that were 
ſhot, the gizzard, and have five joints in their wings, and four in 

| their toes. We had a pye made of the albatroſſes, and found them 
very good eating. The oſprey or bone-breaker, © procellaria maxima, has 
gray remarkable beak, which appears. as if it was Day or com-

we ftruck upon. in going in; but ſome of the people 3 jumping out of the

poſed of ſeveral different pieces like joints: J ſuppoſe it te be a bird 
of prey, as we found the Kgs, wings, and other parts of ſmall birds 
in its ſtomach. 


Ox the 21ſt, we had a great number of pintado birds about the ſhip: 
theſe elegant little birds are beautifully variegated with black and white 


feathers, and ſo tame, and eager after food, as to be eaſily "OO with: 


a ſmall hook and line. 


Ax half paſt one in the afternoon of the 29th, we ſaw the Iſland of 


AMsTERDA M, bearing North Eaſt by Eaſt ; and at half paſt eight at night 
came to an anchor with the beſt bower on the Eaſt fide of the Iſland, 


in twenty-one fathoms, black ſand, about a mile from the ſhote. As in 
all probability the Mercury is the firſt Engliſh veſſel that ever anchored 


at this Ifland, a particular deſcription of it may be intereſting to the 


curious. The oaly account I have been able to procure of the Iſland 


of Amſterdam, is in Mr. Dalrymple's Explanations to his Plans. of Ports, 
Kc. in which there is a brief extract from the Journal of one Vlaming, 


a Dutchman, who viſited it in the year 1697. This account, though. 


' ſhort, is tolerably accurate.

ON the morning of the goth, I went on ſhore with Mr. Cox. We 
landed in a large. bay, or rather baſon, formed and completely ſheltered 


from the wind by the ſurrounding hills. According to Vlaming, there 


was no opening from the ſea into this baſom in his time; at preſent, 


however, there is a narrow channel, acroſs which there is a bar that

Ox our firſt landin g we found the ſhore covered with ſuch a multi- 
tude of ſeals, that we were obliged to diſperſe them before we got 
out of the boat; there were beſides ſeveral ſea- lions or wolves, of a 

moſt enormous ſize and - tremendous appearance, one of them that 
we meaſured being twenty-one feet in length, and nearly as much in 
circumference. 'Theſe animals are of a dirty white, or ſtone-colour, 
yery inoffenſive, and ſo unwieldy and lazy, as not to move at the ap- 
proach of any one, unleſs attacked; when they retreated towards the 


ſea backwards, with their mouths open and ſhaking their heads, but 


— 


without making any noiſe. Some of them were very difficult to kill; 
for notwithſtanding they had received ſeveral muſket - balls in their heads 
and down their throats, and were wounded in different parts of the body 
with balf pikes, ſo that the blood came from them in torrents, yet they 
found means to eſcape into the ſea ; one of them, however, was killed 
at the firſt ſhot with a ſingle ball, which, I ſuppoſe, penetrated the brain, 
The ſea-lions oreatly reſemble the ſeal in ſhape, and, like them, are fur- 

niſhed with four feet or fins; the two hindermoſt of which they ſame- 
; times carry erect ſo as to reſemble a tail. 


In the baſon, which 1 is as ſmooth as a pond, and ity fathoms deep 
in the centre, there are a variety of different kinds of fiſh, particularly -

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ſome beautiful ſcarlet perch, or rock-fiſh, of a moſt delicious flavour: 


many of which we caught and boiled in the ſpace of a few minutes in 


ſome hot ſprings we found cloſe to the edge of the baſon, ſo that you 
might put one foot in cold water, and the other in ſcalding hot, at the 
ſame time. The fiſh dreſſed in the above manner were eaten by Mr. 
Cox, myſelf, and ſeveral of our people; and afterwards, whenever they 
were ſent on ſhore ſealing, they had nothing to do but provide them- 
ſelves with a fiſhing- line, ſome biſcuit and water, to inſure themſelves: 
an excellent repaſt. We immerſed. the thermometer i in one of theſe hot 
ſprings, and it roſe almoſt inſtantaneouſly to 1851.

Tu whole Iſland, which is about four leagues in circumference, is 


covered with a kind of coarſe long graſs. or reed, which affords a fine re- 


treat for the ſeals. In the Dutchman's account above-mentioned, he 
ſays, there is freſh water at the top of the hills: 1 cannot tell whether 
this is certain or no, as we were not able to aſcend: them on account of 
their ſteepneſs, and the length of the reeds ; but we could not find _ 
in thoſe parts that were acceſſible. 

Wr found this Iſland by ſeveral repeated obſervations to lie in latitude J 
38* 43' South; its longitude we made 78* 14 Eaſt. The thermometer 
was one day ſo low as 45⁵5 and, during the reſt of our ſtay, from 45 to 54 


degrees. The bank on which: we anchored extends the whole length 


of the eaſt ſide of the Iſland, and ſwarms with ſuch an abundance of fiſh 


of different kinds, that we could catch as many in the ſpace of half an 


hour as would ſerve the whole ſhip's company for ſeveral meals : they 


were fo voracious, that the bait was no ſooner in the water than they 
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; Leired it, and we froquazly hauled * two at a _ of eight or nine 
pounds weight each.

Ir being very clear early in the morning, we plainly diſcerned the 


Iſlaud of St. Paul's from the quarter- deck, bearing North North Eaſt, 
diſtant feventeen leagues.

ox che morning of the 4th the wind blew very freſh, and increaſed 


towards the latter part of the day into a ſtrong gale from the North Eaſt, 
| which rendered our ſituation dangerous, and obliged us to cut our cable 


and get to ſea as faſt as poſſible. As we meant to return to the Ifland 


again to recover our anchor and cable, we kept ſtanding off and on, 
making ſhort tacks, and as the weather grew more moderate endea- 
voured to recover the ſtation: we had before occupied; but this we were 
not able to effect till the afternoon of the $th, when we again came to 


an anchor, and immediately hoiſted out the boats to get the end of the 
cable on board, but were prevented by the ſhip's driving. off the bauk, 


which cauſed us to heave up the anchor and work to whos during 


the night. In the morning of the ninth, we ſtood in for the Iſland, and 
at three in the afternoon got in the end of the cable we had left behind. 


About ſeven, we hove- up the anchor, and purſued our voyage with a fa- 
vourable breeze from the Norti᷑ North Weſt, after having left near our 


landing - place in: the baſon, a bottle furrounded by a pile of ſtones, con- 


taining a piece of parchment with the ſhip's name, that of her com- 


mander, the date of the year, &c. inſcribed upon it, as a memorial of our 


having viſited this Iſland. 
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Wx procured near a thouſand ſeals ſkins of a very ſuperior quality 


while we remained at the Iſland of Amſterdam, beſides ſeveral caſks of 


good oil for our binnacles and other purpoſes. 


* 


Ir would perhaps anſwer very well, if a veſſel were fitted out to the 


| Ifland of Amſterdam to collect ſeals ſkins and oil. A temporary building 


might be erected on ſhore, to boil the blubber of the ſeals and ſea-wolves, 
which would afford abundance of excellent oil. It would likewiſe be 
proper to be provided with the neceflary tackle for whalin g, as we faw 
creat numbers of whales, of the ſpermaceti kind, while we remained at 
the Iſland. The veſſel might proceed to China, where the ſkins and oil 
would probably find a good market. For although the Chineſe object to 


| fiſh oil, they ſeemed very well pleaſed with the ſample we brought them 


extracted from ſeals, and would no doubt give a very good price far it. 
Indeed the oil we procured was remarkably good, very clear, and had 
ſcarcely any ſmell, at leaſt a free from that rancid fayour attending 


whale-oll,

From the morning of the 13th to that of the I;th, we had ſtrong 
gales of wind from the Eaſt and North Eaſt, accompanied with conſtant 
and violent rains and a heavy ſea, which obliged us to lie-to twice during 


that time, under a cloſe-reefed mainſail and main · ſtayſail. 


Ox the 22d, we had a ſmart ſhower of hail and zain, with hard gales, 
a large ſea, and frequent ſqualls : we had now for ſome days paſt felt 
the weather much colder than before; ; and on the 23d, the thermometer 


— 


ſtood at 49“. 


l 
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ABovUT four o'clock in the morning, it being very thick and hazy, 
and conceiving ourſelves to be near the land, we hove-to till day-light, 
when we again made fail. It now began to blow very hard, and increaſed 
ſo much towards evening, that we were obliged to lie-to under cloſe- 
reefed main and main-ſtayfails during the night : we ſounded every two 
hours, but could find no bottom, with a line of one hundred and twenty 
fathoms. Next morning it was more moderate, and we were enabled 
to carry our .topſails. At half paſt ten we deſcried the coaſt of New 
Holland ; and at noon were about four miles from the ſhore. At one in 
the afternoon we were abreaſt of the South Weſt Cape; and at two, off 
the rock called the Mewſtone. At fix in the evening we entered a deep 
bay, and came to an anchor with the ſmall bower in thirteen fathoms, 
coarſe white ſand, the Mewſtone bearing South by Faſt, diſtant ten 
miles, Early next morning, a party of us went oa ſhore in the cutter 
| in ſearch of water. We landed about four miles from the ſhip, the ſurf 
not permitting us to land nearer. We had ſcarce ſtepped out of the boat 
before we found a ſmall ſtream of freſh water, produced, I imagine, by 
the rain deſcending from the neighbouring hills, as the whole face of the 
country bore evident traces of there having been a great and recent fall of 
this element. Near the beach, and cloſe to the ſtream of water, We 
found a ſmall hut, or rather hovel, of a circular form, open at the top, 
and rudely conſtructed of branches of trees, and dried leaves, fo as barely 


to afford a ſhelter from the inclemency of the weather. Around it were 


Satte a great quantity of pearl, eſcallop, oyſter, and other ſhells, which 
| had been lately roaſted : theſe and ſeveral other appearances induced us 
to believe the natives had not long quitted this ſpot, and were at no great 
| diſtance from us. While the people were e ed in in fog ſome ſmall 


55 Car | water- 
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water-caſks we had brought on ſhore, the Captain, myſelf, and our fes 

cond and third mates went to take a view of the country. We made a 
circuit of about ſix miles, and found it agreeably interſperſed with hills 
and vallies. Some of the hills were richly and luxuriantly clothed with 
trees to their very ſummits, thou gh many of them were of a great height: 
there were beſides a great number of different ſorts of ſhrubs and plants, 


ſome of them, no doubt, of ſpecies hitherto unknown; but it is to be hoped 


they will not long remain ſo; and that now Government have eſtabliſhed 
a ſettlement on this Iſland, a perſon properly qualified for the under- 
taking may be inſtructed to examine them; which would not only afford 
a fund of amuſement to the botaniſt, | but moſt likely be productive of 
ſome valuable acquiſitions to medicine and the art of dyeing. 


IN the courſe of our walk, we ſaw a conſiderable quantity of the dung 


of ſome large animal ; and as it ſeemed quite freſh, and we met with it in 
every direction, we were in hopes of finding ſome of them, and ſearched 


amongſt the underwood and other places where we thought it moſt 


likely they might conceal themſelves ; but to no purpoſe ; we were 
equally unſucceſsful in not meeting with any of the natives, though we 
ſaw traces of them in ſeveral places.

A neavy fea ſetting into the bay on the morning. of the 5th, we 


hove ſhort, and in weighing the anchor the pauls of the windlaſs upſet, 


and the cable run out again; by which accident the third mate and one 
of the people were much bruiſed by the winches : we then endeavoured 
to purchaſe the anchor with tackles, but could not ſucceed ; fo that 
after ſeveral iĩneffectual attempts we were obliged to cut the cable and

make fail, leaving our - anchor behind us. We kept well in with the 1789. 
ſhore, and at noon the South Cape of New Holland, or Van Diemen's 222 BL. 
Land, bore North Eaſt by Eaſt, diſtant about five leagues. At nine the 
next night, we were abreaſt of Taſman's Head. We kept working to 
windward all the night of the 7th, ſuppoſing ourſelves nearly at Adventure 
Bay, where we propoſed to anchor to procure a ſtock of wood, complete 8. 
our waterin g, &c. ; but at day- light found we had got farther to the north- 
ward than we had imagined, and that we were among the Maria Iſlands. 
Tug At eight in the morning, the ſmall boat was hoiſted out, and our captain 
went on ſhore in her to the South Weſt of us in ſearch of freſh water, but 
returned without having met with any. I afterwards accompanied him and 
our ſecond mate in the cutter to an Iſland to the North Eaſt, where we 
landed in a deep bay, with a fine white ſandy beach. We ſoon found a a 
E ſmall ſtream of freſh water; and having ſounded the bay, and found a 
| | ſiufficient depth of water for the ſhip, made a ſignal for her to ſtand in 
. and come to an anchor; which ſhe did about three in the afternoon, in 
four fathoms, ſandy bottom. Captain Cox named this Oyſter Bay; it is 
A © Sy quite land-locked, and ſheltered from the wind in every direction, with 
a fine clear bottom. It lies in latitude 42 42 South, and longitude 148* ;

| . 8 | . Mosr of our people were now ſent on ſhore to procure wood and 
| | avater, which we ſoon found in ſufficient plenty: the wood was in as 
i great abundance as on the main land: and here were alſo evident marks of - i 
. inhabitants, moſt of the large trees being hollowed out by fire, ſo as to 9 
form a ſhelter from the weather, and great quantities of ſhells heaped 
; about them. I met alſo with. a hut ſimilar ; in point of form to that 1 had 
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in her towards it; and on landing, ſaw ſeveral of them moving off with 


farther.

before ſeen on the main, only this was conſtructed of the bark inſtead of 
the leaves and branches of trees. As the bark appeared to be newly peeled: 
off, we were in hopes we ſhould ſoon be gratified with a fight of the 
natives: and in this we were not diſappointed ; for the cutter being on- 
ſhore on the gth, a ſmoke was obſerved on the oppoſi te ſide of the bay 
from that where ſhe was ſtationed. Our third mate immediately went 
pieces of lighted wood in their hands. He approached them alone r 
unarmed, making every ſign of friendſhip his fancy could ſuggeſt ; but 


though they mimicked his actions exactly, and laughed heartily, he could 


not prevail upon them to ſtay: he continued advancing, and they re- 


treating, till they paſſed a marſh, and he was prevented from going any 


Tux next morning we again ſaw a ſmoke, nearly in the ſame direction 


as before, and proceeded as faſt as poſſible to the ſpot. As we approached 


the ſhore, we obſerved ſeveral of the natives about the fire, and walkin g 


among the trees, ſome. of them carrying very long poles and pieces of 
lighted wood in their hands. When they perceived we had landed, and 
were pretty near them, they began to chatter very loud and walk away - 
upon which we called to them, imitating their noiſe as well as we could, 
and had the ſatisfaction to ſee them ſtop at a little diſtance from us. Several 
of them having long poles or ſpears in their hands, we made ſigns to 
them to throw them aſide, with which they immediately complied ; and 
we in return put away our muſkets. They now ſuffered us to come ſo 
near them as to take ſome biſcuit, a penknife, and other trifles from us; 
but they took great care to avoid being touched. Some of them, indeed, 


would 
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Would not accept of any thing unleſs it was thrown to them; and the 1257. 
whole party kept edging off by degrees. They ſeemed eager to procure EN 
every thing they ſaw; and had a great inclination for our hats Mr. Cox 

gave one of them a filk handkerchief; and he threw him in return a fillet 

of ſkin that he wore tied round his head. The party which we ſaw con- 

ſiſted of about fourteen or fifteen men and women; but there were ſeveral 

more concealed among the trees : they were of a dull black, or duſky co- 

lour, with woolly heads. Moſt of them were of the middle ſize; and, 

though lean, were ſquare and muſcular. We obſerved ſeveral of them 

to be tatowed in a very curious manner, the ſkin being raiſed ſo as to 

form a kind of relief; beſides which, their bodies appeared to be daubed 

with a kind of dirty red paint, or earth. "They were entirely naked, except 

one man, who had a necklace of ſmall ſhells, and ſome of the women who 

had a kind of cloak or bag thrown over their ſhoulders ; in which, I ſup- 

poſe, they carry their children, and what few moveables they poſſeſs. 


Upon the whole, they ſeemed to us to be a timorous, harmleſs race of 


people, and afford a fine picture of human nature in its moſt rude and 
uncultivated ſtate. We ſpent ſome time in endeavouring to inſpire theſe 
poor people with confidence ; but though they appeared to be very 
merry, laughing and mimicking our actions, and frequently repeating 
the words Warra, Warra, Wai, they kept retiring very faſt; and as 


we imagined they beckoned us to follow them, we attempted it for a 
little while, but ſoon loſt them among the trees. 


Mx. Cox having returned on board, our firſt and third mates and 
my ſelf being willing, if poſſible, to ſee ſomethin g more of theſe ſingular 
people, followed the track they had taken as nearly as we could gueſs. Eo) 
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After having walked about a mile, we ſaw a ſmoke upon an. eminence 
near a bay on the oppoſite fide of the Iſland, and made all the haſte we 
could to come up with. it ; but the natives had fled before our arrival : 
poſſibly they had been alarmed at the report of our fuzees, as we had fired 
ſeveral times in the courſe of our walk. We found they had kindled a 
large fire, and near it lay ſeveral little baſkets made of ruſhes, in which 
were moſt of the articles we had given them, carefully tied up together, 


with a few flints and ſtones, and a little dried graſs ; from which cir- 


.cumſtance I'conchude they produce fire by colliſion : there were beſides, 


three ſmall buckets for holding of water, made of a tough kind of ſea- 
weed, and ſkewered together at the ſides: theſe ſeem to be their whole 
ſtock of domeſtic uten fils ; and their only weapon a rude ſpear, or lance, 
which is cut or ſcraped to a point at one end. Mr. Cox, at the interview 


we had with the natives, made ſigns to one of them to throw his ſpear, 


which he did, to a conſiderable diſtance, and with a good deal of force; 
but I cannot conceive them to be a dangerous weapon: After we had 
regaled ourſelves upon ſome cold proviſion we had brought with us, ſit- 


ting by the fire the natives had juſt quitted, we returned, leaving ſeverab | 


articles on the ſpot for them, as it was likely they would ſoon return for 


the things they had left behind in their hurry. 


We found a great number of paroquets in the woods, and a variety of 


ſmall birds; ſome of them of a moſt beautiful and delicate plumage : 


there were beſides, crows, exactly like thoſe we have in England, and 


abundance of ſea-fowl ; particularly a large white bird, ſomething bigger 
khan a ſwan, with black tips to its wings, and an enormous-ſrzed beak. 


Moſt of theſe birds were very ſhy, ſo that we conjectured they were hunted 


* 
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by the natives. Though it was now the depth of winter in this part of 


| the world, we found the weather very mild and pleaſant, the thermo- 
meter keeping from 51* to 56* during our ſtay here. Moft of the large 
trees were in full verdure, and a number of elegant little ſhrubs in 
bloſſom. The large trees are all of one ſpecies, and different from any 


I have ſeen before; they have a leaf reſembling the willow, are very 


ſtraight and lofty, and ſome of them grow to a great ſize. The other trees 
are chiefly of the fir kind ; of which there are ſome beantiful varieties, 
I picked up a large quantity of wild parfley while we remained here, 
which we ate in fallads, and found it very acceptable. We did not pro- 


cure any fiſh here with our hooks and lines ; and thought it very extra- 
ordinary, that though we faw ſuch a prodigious number of oyſter and 


other ſhells ſcattered about in every direftion, we could not obtain any 
with the fiſh in them : certain it is, that the natives procure them in 
abundance ; but whether by diving for them, or by what other means, 
I cannot ſay. ; 

As we had now got a fufficient ſtock of wood and water on board, and 
were ready for ſea, all hands were ſent on ſhore to waſh their linen, and 
amuſe themſelves as they thought proper. The next day, the 11th, we 
got under weigh, with a light breeze from the North North Weſt, and 
failed out of Oyſter Bay by a paſſage to the ſouthward, oppoſite to that by 
which we came in. At noon, Cape Frederick Henry bore South, diſtant 
ten or twelve miles. DES, 


Ox the 15th, one of our gentlemen ſhot à Cape hen, which we made 
into a pye, but found it very indifferent eating. We had now very fine 
weather, but light winds, ſo that we made but ſmall progreſs. 
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Ox the 28th, we caught : a Jag ſhark, which meaſured ten feet in 
length: he was a very powerful, ravenous fiſh, and broke one book, and 


was hooked ſeveral times with a ſecond, before he was taken, 


+ + 


In the afternoon, we ſaw the Iſland of Toobouai, bearing North Eaſt by 
Eaſt half E aſt, diſtant about eleven leagues ; and at eight at night paſſed 
within two miles of it. We perceived ſeveral lights on ſhore, and fired 
two guns to draw the attention of the inhabitants; but night prevented 
us from ſeeing them, We could perceive a great ſurf upon the reef, 


which extended a conſiderable diſtance from the Iſland, with a heavy 


ſwell ſetting in upon it. Owing to its being dark, we got much nearer 
this reef than was prudent or ſafe; for had it fallen calm, which i it ſeemed 
very likely to do, the ſwell would inevitably have driven us upon it, as 
the breakers were not a quarter of A mule from us when we wore ſhip. 
At nine at night, we crofled the Tropic of Capricorn, in 211* Eaſt 


longitude, In the courſe of the day we ſaw three tropic birds ; ; the 
thermometer ſtood at 79" Ip | | : | 


Ar fix in the morning of the 12th, we faw the Iſland of Otaheite, 
bearing North Weſt by Weſt, diſtant about twenty-five leagues. At 
eight in the evening, we hove to head from the land till day-break, when 
we made fail; and ſeveral canoes came off to us with pigs, bread-fruit, 
&c, Our boats were now hoiſted out, and ſent a-head. to ſound and tow 


the ſhip into Matavia Bay; where we came to an anchor, at one o'clock 
in the afternoon, i in ſix fathoms, ſandy bottom. .

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As the Iftand' of Otaheite, with moſt of the Iſlands viſited by us in 
the South Seas, have already been deſcribed in an ample and able 


manner by. Captain Cook, and the. gentlemen who accompanied him in 


his different expeditions, who were properly qualified, and purpoſely 


ſent to obſerve. the manners and cuſtoms of the inhabitants of theſe 
remote parts of the world, together with the produce, climate, &c. of 
the different places they touched at, any other account would be ſuper- 
fluous: : I ſhall: therefore content myſelf with relating the different 


occurrences that happened: during our ſtay 'at ſuch places ; with any 
other matter that may appear new and intereſting. 


- 


Wr had no ſooner entered Matavia'Pay, than we were ſo crowded by 


the natives that we could ſcarce move, or hear each other ſpeak ; which 


occaſioned our officers ſome trouble in working the ſhip. Immediately 
after we had come to an anchor, the yards and topmaſts were ſtruck, the 
fails unbent, and the ſhip moored in-ſhore with the ſtream anchor, 


There were ſeveral chiefs en board among the erowd, who gave them- 


ſelves a great many airs, and endeavoured to make us believe they were 


men- of conſiderable rank and property; but who in reality, as we ſoon 


- afterwards learnt, were of an inferior claſs of chiefs, without any autho- 
rity, and with ſmall poſſeſſions. Theſe gentlemen were very eager to 
exchange names with us, and get into our good graces, forcing their 
\ cloth and other articles upon us; and when offered preſents in return, 

they refuſed them, ſaying their gifts were for tayo, or friendſhip: how- 
ever, they gave us to underſtand our preſents would be welcome the next 
day. Among our new friends and firſt viſitors, was one that we ſoon 


diſtinguiſhed to be of ſuperior rank and condition to the reſt : this was

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Poti6ow, the chikf of Matavia and us I hall have FOR 6c6aſioth'to' 
mention him hereafter in the courſe of my narrative, I cannot help ac

ſciſſars, and cut and drefled each other's hair, admiring tiemſelves at the 
fame time in che locking-glaſs. At dinner,” they made no ſcruple of 
helping themſelves the inſtant the victuals Were placed on the table? 
one ſeizing the head of 4 large pig, and another a whole quarter. Indes 
theſe people have ſuch voracious appetites, that had We not been vety - 


quick in helping ourſelves to a ſmall portion, we ſhould have ſtood no 


chance with chem; added to cheir greedineſs, the exceſfive” heat occa- 
ſioned by ſuch à number of People collected together in a ſmall cabin, 
their diſguſting nicth68 of eatiufg, and che intolerable ſwarms of flies, 
rendered our inkats very uncomfortable. Our viſitors, not content with 


| peſtering us with their company in the day- time, took it into their heads 


to ſtay on board all night; - and talked ſo __ Wan ſo/Joud, n Was 
impoſſible for us to get any ſleep, | a ous euls acai 1 


Ovn firſt enquiries were directed after Omai, the man whom Captain 
Cook brought to Eugland, aud who returned with him in his laſt voyage; 
but, notwithſlanding we uſed our utmoſt diligence; o gain any in- 
formation concerning bus. we could learn little elſe than that he 
died

died a natural death, ſome time ſince, at the Iſland of Ulietea, his native Ts

Ox the 14th, we were again crowded by a great concourſe of all 

ranks of the natives, many of whom came purpoſely to take up their re- 

ſidence with us and ſleep on board.; but in this they were diſappointed, 

as we fired a gun and cleared the ſhip of them at ſun-ſet ; which practice 

we were obliged to continue during the reſt of the time we remained 

there. | 


Ox the 15th, I accompanied the captain on fhore, to ſee a picture of 15.4 
Captain Cook in oil colours, left here by that celebrated navigator him- 
ſelf, and in the poſſeſſion of Poneow, chief of Matavia. On the back of 
the picture was the fallowing inſcription.: 


6c « Lizor. BT Ion, of his Britannick Majeſty's ſhip Bounty, anchored 
EE << in Matavia Bay the 25th of October 1788; but, owing to bad weather, 
46 wag abliged to fail to Oparre on the 25th of December, where he re- 
66 .mained until the zoth of March 1789 . was then ready for ſea, with 
% one thouſand and fifteen bread-fruit plants on board, beſides many 
66 other fruits, and only waited an opportunity to get to ſea ; at which 
46 time this picture was given up. Sailed the 4th. of A pril 1789.“ 


_ "Tnoven we went ſeveral times to ſee this picture, we-could never 

diſcover where it was kept, as we were always conducted to Poneow's 

i | houſe, who deſired us to wait there till it was brought to us. _ He then 
diſpatched two of his ſervants for it, who uſed to bring 1 it wrapped up ig 
E a. cloth; 
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a cloth; and after we had viewed it, carried it back again in the ſame man- 


ner. On our return from Poneow's houſe on the 15th, we were ſhewn a 
ſpot of ground where the natives told us one of the officers of the Bounty 
was buried. There had been an inſcription to his memory on a piece of 
board nailed to a poſt; but it was taken away by Otoo, the prefent king, 
and carried to his reſidence at Oparre. I have been informed ſince E 
came to England, that this gentleman was the ſurgeon of the Bounty, 
and that his name was HUG AN yet it is very remarkable, that the 
Otaheiteans could not form any nearer aſſimilation of ſound to his name 
than TRoNO. They profeſſed a great regard for Mr. Huggan's memory, 
and talked in high terms of his profeſſional abilities, particularly in the 
healing art; and ſeveral of them ſhewed us very large ſcars on different 
parts of their bodies, the effects of dreadful ulcers, . they told us. 
had been cured by him. 


Wil we were looking at the place where Mr. Huggan was in- 
terred, an Engliſh pointer, left here by Captain Bligh, came running vp 
to us, having fingled us out from the ſurrounding crowd, and demon- 


ſtrated his joy at ſeeing us by every action of fondneſs the poor animal 


was capable of. In the courſe of our walk, we ſaw ſeveral plants and | 


vegetables, produced from ſeeds ſown by the different viſitors of this. 


Iſland; ſome of them growing in a luxuriant manner, but choaked-up- 


with weeds, and totally neglected by the natives, who ſet no kind-of. 
value upon them. It ſeems ſomewhat extraordinary, that though Captain 


Bligh had quitted this Iſland ſo lately, and remained at it for ſuch a 
length of time, the inhabitants ſhould ſhew as much curioſity to ſee us, 
as if they had: never ſeen any inhabitant of the earth beſides thoſe of their 

5 own. 
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own nation: yet this was really the caſe; for we never went on ſhore 
without being followed by a crowd of people of both ſexes, and all ages, 
Who ſtrove: to get near and touch us, ſome of them ſtroking their hands 
-down our 'bicks and fi des, and others admiring our clothes. 'They were 
eager to ſhew us any little civility; and vied with each other who ſhould 
carry us over any brook or rivulet we happened to meet with in our 
walks; thoſe who were preferred by us, on this or on any other occaſion, 
appearing highly gratified at being diſtinguiſhed from the reſt of thei: 
companions. . | 

Tur natives were willing to give us an early ſpecimen of their abilities 
as expert thieves ; for we had ſeveral articles ſtolen from on board to-day ; 
and I had my pocket picked while on ſhore of a ſmall vocabulary of the 
Otaheitean language. At night, Brown, one of our ſeamen, a deſperate 
fellow, and who had before been guilty of ſeveral miſdemeanors, cut 
another ſailor acroſs the face with an old razor in a terrible manner, for 
which he was immediately put in irons. 


W had CAA with a viſit from Etea, Otoo's wife; 
and were juſt put off from the ſhip on the 16th, with an intention to pro- 
ceed to Oparre to pay our reſpects to his Majeſty, when we ſaw him ap- 
proaching at a little diſtance in a double canoe: we immediately pulled 
towards him, and received him into our boat. He appeared highly 
pleaſed at ſeeing us, and embraced and ſhook us all by the hand, en- 
quired our names, &c. We now returned to the ſhip and as Otoo 
brought a | great number of people in his train, we were more crowded 
han ever. His Majeſty had no ſooner got on board, than he began to 
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examine every Apen of. the ſhip, wich the ſtricteſt attention; 3 and expreſſed 
his ſurpriſe that fo fmall, a.veſſel; thoſe. he had ſeen before having been 


much larger, could be kept from oyerſetting without an outrigger, the

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1789. As ſoon as the Heiva was ended we returned on board, and found the 
Avevsr 16. king and queen and a large train there; conſiſting of ſeveral chiefs, the 
* king's feeder, for an Otaheitean monarch is not allowed to feed himſelf, 

his Ava-chewers, the Taata-toa or man- killer of Otaheite, who ſlaughters 

the victims deſtined for the human facrifices, and a variety of other at- 

tendants. His Majeſty ſupped with us, and ſeemed not only to excel 

moſt of his ſubjects in ſize, for he is a very large man, but in point of 

appetite alſo, as he ate a moſt enormous ſupper, and drarik bumpers of 

wine to the health of King George as faſt as we could fill his glaſs ; ex- 


remarked that his ſubjects paid him very little reſpect, and ſeemed under 
no kind of reſtraint in his preſence, every dirty fellow entering freely 
into converſation with him; indeed, were K ne not for the diſtinction of 


q being fed, and-that the women ſometimes uncover their ſhoulders in his 
; | preſence, it would be difficult to tell him from any of his people. After 
g fupper, our royal gueſts went on ſhore to ſleep, Otoo having firſt made

-prefling a wiſh to be intoxicated-in a ſight. degree, ſaying, he was often 
ſo on board Captain Bligh's fhip, and that it was very pleaſant. We | 


{ | Wo 17. Ox the 1 -th, we had a ſecond viſit from Otoo, who brought a preſent 
| 1 of hogs, fruit, &c. for the captain. In the evening, we accompanied him 
\ 
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captain, imagining it might be a part of che entertainment, aſſiſted the fellow 
in unfolding the cloth from his waiſt, and readily gave it him. We were 
ſoon, however, convinced of our miſtake, for the man immediately ran 


away with his booty; and we were told by thoſe that fat near us, that 
he was a thief. Upon which we: ſtarted up from our feats, a general 
ſcene of confuſion enſued, and the Heiva was-ſuſpended till the cloth was 


reſtored to the captain, by a chief who had purſued the robber and taken 
it from him. Harmony was now on the point. of being reſtored, when 
the thief had the impudence to return, and fit himſelf down as uncon- 
cerned as if nothing had happened. As it would have been improper to 
paſs over ſuch an inſult without ſhewing ſome degree of reſentment, 
Captain Cox went up to the fellow, ſeized him by the hair, and ſtruck 
him.. He was proceeding to draw his hanger with an intention of inti- 
midating him, when Otoo interfered, and requeſted the captain to deſiſt ; 


indeed he ſeemed to take no notice of this outrage, though committed: 
directly under his eye. We returned on board immediately after this 

tranſaction, and were followed by Otoo and his party, who flept on 
board; notwithſtanding he ſaw that we were very much offended at the 


conduct he had obſerved in the affair that had juſt happened on ſhore. 


oroo went on ſfiore in the afternoon of the 18th, and returned at 
night to fleep on board. Our people were buſily employed this day in 


ſetting up the rigging, and getting the ſhip ready for. ſea ; and received 
no ſmall aſſiſtance from the natives, who willingly lent a hand to the 
moſt laborious work, though they in general were repaid for their 


Kindneſs by abuſe from the ſeamen. Otoo happening to ſee a pair of 


feiſſars, with a long chain ſuſpended to them, given by our ſecond mate 


to his wife, had a great defire-to poſſeſs them, aud demanded them of her ; 
0 0 but 
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but · ſhe poſitively des to give them up: upon which he fell a-crying, 
and was not to be pacified till he obtained a pair like them. After this, 
he gave us another proof of the childiſhneſs of his diſpoſition, by em- 
ploying a man for two or three hours in ſewing additional buttons down 


the back and on the flaps of a coat Mr. Cox had given him. His wife 


Etea is a clever ſenſible woman, and the only one of her ſex permitted to 
cat in the preſence of che men: ſhe makes uſe of a knife and fork nearly 


as well as an European; and ſhe is fond of tea. Her Majeſty is likewiſe 
an excellent ſhot, and hit our buoy the firſt time ſhe fired, with a ſingle 


ball, though it lay at a conſiderable diſtance from the ſhip ; ſhe having 
firſt taken the muſket from Otoo, who was afraid to diſcharge it. 


Oroo went on ſhore early in the morning of the 19th with the captain, 
but returned as uſual at night to ſleep on board, for which he had con- 
ceived a great partiality ; though it muſt have been far more pleaſant and 
cool to ſleep on ſhore. We had a viſit to-day from the king's mo- 
ther, who brought the captain a preſent, conſiſting of a hog, bread-fruit, 
cocoa- nuts, &c. This old lady was one of the largeſt women I ever 
ſaw ; and ſo very fat and unwieldy, that it was with difficulty ſhe could 
be got up the ſhip's ſide; which ſhe had no ſooner done, than ſhe em- 
braced us all ound, and almoſt ſtifled us with hercarefles.: and we were 
obliged to experience a repetition of the old lady's fondneſs. whenever ſhe 
came on board, which was not ſeldom; however, ſhe was a good mo- 


therly ſort of an old -woman, and of a lively chearful diſpoſition ; ſo that f 
we ſhould have been always glad of her. COMPAnE had. ſhe not taken up 
10 much room. 
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Mx had ſtill Otoo for our gueſt on the 2oth;/1in the afternoon of which 
I took a walk on ſhore, and purchaſed a club from one of the natives that 
he informed me had been brought from a place he called Toctate by, one 


Titreano, who he ſaid was Captain Bligh's chief officer, and that he 


returned to Otaheite in the Bounty about two months after ſhe had 
firſt failed without Captain Bligh, who was left at Tootate : he told me 
alfo, that Captain Bligh had had an engagement with the men of Footate, 
in which one of his people was killed with ſuch a club as I had bought 
of him, and ſeveral of the natives were ſhot by our guns. This ſtory 


was, corroborated by Otoo and ſeveral chiefs ; who further informed us, 


that Captain Titreano had failed but fifteen days before our arrival, and had 
carried ſeveral Otaheitean families with him to Tootate. Where Tootate 
could be, or who they meant by Titreano, we could not then conjecture z 
but I have now no doubt that the principal part of this ſtrange relation is 

true: the club purchaſed, with ſome others; but a beautiful high · poliſhed 
ſpear, in the poſſeſſion of Poneow, he coulll not be induced to part with; 


all which they told us were brought from Totate in the Bounty, and 


are different from thoſe of Otaheite and the adjacent Iſles, but are very 
ſimilar to the weapons of the Friendly, Iſlands. 

Ox the 22d, Otoo packed up the preſents he had received from us, in a 
large cheſt the captain had given him for that purpoſe; and we were in 
hopes we ſhould have got rid of him, as he told us he was going to Oparre 


in the afternoon, and from thence he ſhould ſet out next morning on a 


tour round the Iſland. He accordingly left us after dinner, and proceeded 
to Oparre in our cutter, accompanied by Mr. Cox; but, to our great 
diſappointment, returned again at night, leaving his wife and attendants at 
eW - 5 5 F | Oparre, 
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Oparre, Otoo went on ſhore early next morning, the 23d, and While 
he was abſent, his wife returned from Oparre very unexpectedly, and 
was curious to know what had paſſed in her abſence; particularly if her 
huſband had ſlept on board and alone, and who elſe ſlept in the cabin. 
When ſhe heard Otoo was coming on board, ſhe hid herſelf, and requeſted 
that we would not inform him of her return, as ſhe intended to- ſurpriſe 
him. Secreſy was accordingly obſerved; and when he had deſcended 
into the cabin, and feated' himſelf, the lady popped out of her place of 
concealment, and ran up to him laughing; but his Majeſty: looked very 
ſerious upon it, and ſeemed. by no means to reliſh the joke. In the 
evenin g he took his. final leave of us, and ſet off in his double canoe for 
Oparre, carrying with him Brown, the man who had been confined for 
wounding his meſs- mate. It was Brown's deſire to remain at Otaheite; .. 
and we were glad of the opportunity: to get rid of a troubleſome fellow. 
Otoo ſeemed highly pleaſed at his being ſuffered to ſtay, and ꝓromiſed to 
protect and take care of bim. Brown left the ſhip without ſhewing the 
leaſt regret at parting from his countrymen, or taking leave of a ſingle 
perſon in her, and ſeated himſelf in the canoe-with all the-aflurance ima- 
gignable, telling the Otaheiteans to hand in his hammock, &c. Otoo told 
the captain he had left orders for five hogs to be delivered to us after he 
was. gone ; and requeſted. him to. tell King George to ſend him a large 
thip, with a great. number of guns and men, to remain in. Matavia Bays 
together with a quantity of ſcarlet and blue coats. 


Ox the 24th, the captain received a letter from Brown, in which he 
informed him he was content with his ſituation, and well- treated by the 


natives: he e for a bible, ſome carpenters tools, and a few other 
| uifing ;

trifling articles; which were ſent him, accompanied with a letter of 


good advice from the captain, with regard to his future conduct and be- 


haviour towards his' new friends. Among the articles Brown requeſted 
might be ſent him, and which he ſeemed. moſt deſirous of obtaining, was 


A quantity of large nails, which he faid he ſhould have a particular oc- 


caſion for, as: he meant to build a ſtout boat: this he may be able to 


effect, as he was an ingenious man, and could turn his hand to any thing; 


fo that I have no doubt he will make himſelf uſeful to the Otaheiteans, 


and be very much careſſed by them, eſpecially as it will be out of his 
power to obtain any ſpirituous liquors, to the drinking of which he was 


much addicted, and which had an effect upon him nearly equal to mad- 


neſs. I went on ſhore this morning with the captain on a ſhooting 
party, and called upon Poneow, who had promiſed to conduct us to a 
place where he ſaid we ſhould find plenty of wild ducks. We proceeded 
with him accordingly ; and after having walked about three miles, arrived 
at a large marſh, which was to be the ſcene of action. Several of the 
natives ran in among the flags with an intention to frighten out the 
; ducks, but we only ſaw three or four, and they. got up at a great diſtance 
from us; ſo that we were obliged to return without having met with 
any ſport, We were, however, compenſated for our diſappointment, by 
enjoying a moſt delightful walk through a part of the country we had 
not ſeen before. We had ſeveral chiefs on board in the courſe of the 
day, who brought preſents for the captain, but eat much more than 
they brought ; indeed it was very common for them to make us a 
preſent of a baked hog, receive an equivalent for it, and then ſtay dinner 
with us and eat it up, with beft -part of what we had prepared for our- 

ſelves ; or if there was any part remaining, they would carry it away 
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in their baſkets ; ſo that in general we were conſiderable loſers 885 theſe 
preſents, as they called them, 


NortninG oecurred worth notice from the 24th till the 27th, when 
the captain, our firſt and ſecond mates, myſelf, * Poneow, and his two 
brothers, ſet out in the cutter, well manned and armed, on an excurſion 
to the Iſland of Emio, or Morea, about feven leagues diſtant from 
Otaheite; our chief inducement for going being to ſee the cattle left by 
Captain Cock at Otaheite, and removed, as we were told, by Otoo to 
Emio. eee ee 

Oun Otaheitean friends would fain have perſuaded us not to go on 
ihis expedition, telling us that the people of Emio would certainly kill 


us if we were not upon our guard; and when they found we were re- 


folved to go, notwithſtanding all their perſuaſions to the contrary, they 
pretended to be greatly affected, particularly Orepia, Otoo's brother, 
- who after we had left the ſhip followed us in his canoe, and came into 


the cutter and embraced us, ſhaking us each. by the hand, and taking a 
formal leave of us. The king” s mother too ſobbed and cried” very 
audibly upon the occafion. We paid the leſs regard to the entreaties of 


_ the Otaheiteans, as we could plainly percewe they had a view in wiſhing 


us not to go, and were very jealous of their neighbours of Emio. We 
had ſcarce a breath of wind on our paſſage, which obliged us to row the 


greateſt part, of the way; ſo that we did not arrive at the Iſland till late 


in the afternoon. But we were ſomewhat diverted from the tediouſueſs-. 
of this trip. by the converſation of our Otaheitean friends, and indulged. 
in a bearty laugh at the expence of Poneow's youngeſt brother, who had 
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been boaſting of his martial exploits ; and ſhewed us two large ſcars, one 
of them on his forehead, the other on his fide, occaſioned, as he ſaid, by 


wounds he had received in battle; but Poneow checked him in his carcer, 


by informing us that the wound on his forchead was effected by the ac- 
| cidental fall of a eocoa-nut, and that on his fide by a ſcratch ſome girl. 


had given him: whether Poneow faid this by way of a joke or not I 


cannot ſay, but the laugh was completely againſt his brother ; and he 


was very angry, and ſpoke but little afterward, till we arrived at Emio. 


Before we landed, we received a preſent” of a ſmall pig from an old man 
who called out to us as we paſſed a ſmall Iſland, ſeparated from Emio by 
a very narrow channel: he preſented us likewiſe a green bough, in token 
of friendſhip ;- and we were deſired to fix it up to our boat's maſt-head as 


an emblem of peace, and to ſhew the natives of Emio that. we wiſhed to 


be on a ſriendly footing with them. 


Wz landed on the weſt fide of the Iſland, among a crowd of the na- 
tives, and in the diſtrict in which the king reſided, to whom we requeſted 
to be conducted; but were told we muſt wait where we then were, till 


he was informed of our arrival, and that he would be with us preſently. 


In the mean time, we were ſhewn a bull and two cows, out of five they 


faid they had in their poſſeſſion, two or three of which had been bred 
upon the Iſland: thoſe that we ſaw were fine animals; and in good con- 
dition, but very wild, and were drove out of a thicket for us to ſee them. 
The natives take but little notice of theſe animals, and ſet no value upon 


them: indeed, as they neither eat nor make any kind of uſe of them, 


they muſt be rather an incumbrance than a benefit; and it muſt require 


ſome attention to keep them from devouring and trampling down the 


young 
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young paper, mulberry, and bread-fruit trees, as they have no 


fences, 


 Ovx' Otaheitean friends ſeemed much intimidated, and wiſhed-to re- 
turn to the boat: indeed they would have perſuaded us not to go on 


ſhore at all; and behaved in ſo ridiculous a manner, that inſtead of being 


of ſervice to us, as we expected, it took up a conſiderable portion of our 
time and attention to diſpel their fears: however, we were highly di- 
verted at the precautions they took to inſure their ſafety, as they told the 
natives if they did not receive us with civility, and treat us as friends, we 
| ſhould bring our ſhip and deſtroy them and their canoes with our guns ; 


taking care at the ſame.time to magnify the ſize of the. * and double 
at it Tel qur quantity of men and guns, 


AFTER waiting about a quarter of an hour, the king arrived with his 
wife and fon. His majeſty is called Tieratapoonoe ; and is a tall, ſtout, 


| good- looking man, ſpeaks but little, and ſeemed to. be of a timid diſpo- 
ſition. His conſort was a very agreeable, inſinuating woman, with a 
great deal of natural politeneſs. about her. She received us with the ut- 
moſt. cordiality and good - humour, and expreſſed great pleaſure at ſeeing 
us at Emio. They brought a parcel of cloth with them as preſents ; and 
we were obliged to undergo. the ceremony of having it wrapped round 
us, as uſual.” After the firft ſalutations were over, their majeſlies accom- 


panied us on board our boat, where Mr. Cox made them a preſent of 


ſome adzes, beads, looking-glaſſes, &c. with which they appeared to be 
much pleaſed. I believe theſe gentlemen and ladies would have ſtayed with 


us all night, if we had not informed them he intended to ſleep on ſhore : 7 


upon which they quitted the hoes and Mr, Cox expreſſing a defire to be 
con- 
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ducted to ſome houſe where he mi ght ſleep, they pointed to the beach; 
but he told them he had rather be excuſed from ſuch a lodging; and was 
preparing to return to the boat ſomewhat angry, when a very agrecable 


ſenſible woman, who called herſelf the Tayo, or friend of Sir Joſeph 
Banks, and was a relation of the king's, offered him part of her houſe, 


which was at about ſeventy yards diſtance, and ſituated near the beach; 


which offer he accepted. I rather imagine the natives of Emio meant 
to compliment than affront us, by pointing to the beach as a proper place 


to ſleep upon, as it is very common for the people of Otaheite to bring 
their mats and ſleep upon the beach all night in fine weather; and I ſup- 


poſe the ſame cuſtom prevails in both Iſlands, Mr. Cox was invited to 
eat at the houſe of his new female acquaintance; but being rather fatigued 
he declined it, and, wrapping himſelf up in his boat cloak, laid down upon 
one of their large mats with which the floor was ſpread... I had accom- - 
panied him to his lodging, but having no inclination to loſe my ſupper, - 
as it was the only comfortable meal we could make, on account of the 
heat of the climate, and ſwarms of. flies with which we were plagued ' 
in the day-time, I returned to the boat, and partook. of part of a 


baked pig that had been prepared for us. by the natives... After. ſupper, 


I-went back to the captain and ſhared part of his mat; the reſt of our 


party, except the Otaheiteans, remained ins. the boat. The houſe in 
which we ſlept was full of people, men and women, who all laid upon 


the ground on mats, except the miſtreſs of the houſe, who had an ele- 
vated bed- place. Before I could compoſe. myſelf. to ſleep, I obſerved - 


ſeveral men with lights. in their hands who came peeping at us, and 
whiſpering to each other, as if afraid of diſturbing us. As I was curious 


to know what theſe gentlemen would be at, I counterfeited ſleep, when 
_ they advanced pretty cloſe to us, | treading very cautiouſly ; ; and after 


5 | having, - 
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having viewed us ſome time retired, and I ſaw no more of them: others 

were chattering, and coming in and going out of the houſe all night long; 
but we met with no further diſturbance, We got up ſoon after day- 
break and went to the boat, where we were ſoon joined by Tieratapoonoe, 
his wife, and our hoſteſs. As we meant to return to the ſhip this day, 
we had no time to loſe: we therefore took leave of their majeſties, who 
quitted the boat with reluctance, and extorted a promiſe from the captain 
to return in five days with the ſhip; and as an inducement for him to 


pay them another viſit, they oftered to deliver up all the large hogs, as 
they term the bulls and cows, to him upon his arrival. 


* 


As it was almoſt a calm, we were obliged to take to our oars, and 
rowed along ſhore till we came to the Bay of Tatoo, where Captain Cook 
anchored in 1777, and were ſhewn the place where he deſtroyed their 
canoes for refuſing to return the goats they had ſtolen. As we entered 
this bay, which is an excellent harbour, and a moſt beautiful ſpot, we 
were followed by a great number of canoes full of men. Our Otaheiteans 
entered into converſation with theſe people, and told us they heard that 
the inhabitants of Tatoo and its neighbourhood were at war with thoſe 
of another diſtrict, and that they were fighting at that very time. We 
did not give much credit to what they ſaid, as we had before told Poneowy 
we meant to land in this bay. and partake of ſome refreſhment; and 
concluded that he and his brothers had invented this ſtory to deter us 
from our purpoſe, as they had tried every other method to diſſuade us 
from landing, without ſucceſs. As we drew near the beach, we obſerved 
a great concourſe of the natives aſſembled together to meet us, ſome 
armed with long lances and clubs, others with ſlings and large ſtones 1 in 
their hands. After haying brought our boat to a grapnel, and left ſtrict 


orders 
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orders with our people rot to ſuffer any of the natives to come into her, 
that we might have a place of ſecurity to retreat to in caſe we were at- 
tacked by them. We leapt on ſhore in the midſt of the crowd, who, as 
ſoon as they heard we were the friends of Tieratapoonoe, and perceived 
we had no hoſtile intentions, threw away their ſtones, and made a circle 
round us, while we ſat down and eat our dinner under a large-ſpreading 
tree, whoſe thick foliage ſheltered us from the burning rays of the ſun. 
Perhaps the circumſtance of Tieratapoonoe's appearing to us of ſo timid 
a diſpoſition, may have been occaſioned by his being at variance with his 
neighbours, whom he might probably imagine we came to aſſiſt; for, 
notwithſtanding Mr. Cox did every thing in his power to inſpire him 
with confidence, and behaved to him wich the utmoſt good-nature, he 
could not altogether get rid of his timidity and apparent diſtruſt of us to 


the laſt; and was continually aſking me if Mr. Cox was not angry with 


him. During our repaſt, the ſtory of the battle was confirmed by the 


bye-ſtanders, who ſhewed us the remains of a houſe that had been re- 
cently burnt down by the adverſe party; they told us that their enemies 
were then but at a little diſtance, and that they were going to meet and 
engage them. Our curioſity being excited by this intelligence, we ex- 
preſſed a deſire to go with them and ſee the combat. This they readily 


aſſented to, and it pleaſed them beyond meaſure. Accordingly, the 


captain, our firſt and ſecond mates, myſelf, with Poneow and his two 


brothers, preceded by a body of the natives, ſet out together, and purſued 


a path which led to the head of the Bay. When we drew near the place 


where our friends expected to meet their opponents, they were particu- 


larly careful to hide us and our muſkets, by holding large pieces of their 
Cloth ſpread out before us; for they imagined we ſhould take an active 
= SN | r 13 | part 
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part in the quarrel, aud wiſhed us to come upon their adverſaries by ſur- 
prize. We had not proceeded far in this manner before ſome of the 


enemy made their appearance on the oppoſite fide of a creek, at the head 


of the Bay. Two or three of our party immediately rin into the water 
and daſhed their clubs in it with great violence, flouriſhing them at and 
calling out to their antagoniſts, whom. they endeavoured to provoke to 
croſs over to them: and in this they would moſt likely have ſucceeded ; 
for notwithſtanding they were far ſuperior in point of numbers, their 
enemies ſeemed more bold and daring, and wereadvancing briſkly, till they. 
diſcovered us by the cloths which ſcreened us being removed, This 


occaſioned them to draw back a little ; and our party, taking advantage of 


their ſurprize, eroſſed the water and began pelting them with ſtones, 
which they threw with great force with their ſlings. The adverſary re- 
turned the compliment, retreating at the ſame time; and a kind of run- 
ning fight was maintained, till we Joſt ſight of both parties among the 
trees, We then croſſed the river in hopes of getting another view of 


them; but we had not proceeded: many paces before our friends returned, 


having driven their enemies to ſeek refuge among the neighbouring 


mountains. They ſeemed greatly rejoiced at their ſueceſs, and thankful 


for our having contributed by our preſence to render them victorious. 
Though I could not learn that any one had ſuffered in this ſkirmiſh, yet- 
ſome of their actions muſt be pretty ſeyere, as there were. few- of the na- 


tives. who had not ſeveral: large ſcars, upon different parts of their bodies, 


occaſioned by che wounds they had received in different battles: indeed 
they ſeem to be a. warlike, active race of people, very different in this 
reſpect from their indolent neighbours: of Otaheite. As we were re- 


turning, they ewe. us their method. of cloſe: fighting with ſpears and 
| clubs, 
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clubs, both of which they managed with conſiderable addreſs and 
dexterity. 


Wr were juſt upon the point of embarking again, when we were ſtop- 
ped by che appearance of a very ſingular perſonage; this was a man who, 
we were told, was the ETooa, or Gop of Euro. He carried a young 
plantain- tree in his hand; and the crowd, ſeeing him approach us, divided, 
and made a lane for him to paſs. He then advanced within a few yards 
of us, and lay ing down the plantain- tree, began to run backwards and 

forwards with great celerity, repeating ſomething in a very loud voice, 
and with the moſt frantic geſtures; pointing ſometimes to the clouds and 
ſometimes at us, and ſeeming to addreſs himſelf to both alternately; but 
he ſpoke in ſuch a wild, incoherent manner, it was impoſſible to make 
out what he ſaid. The captain was directed to take up the plantain- tree 
and preſent it to him, which he did; and after the gentleman had played 
a few more of his pranks, we were ſuffered to depart-. As we rowed 
along ſhore, we fired ſeveral muſkets at the requeſt of the natives, who 
ſeemed both pleaſed and aſtoniſhed at their effect. After havin g proceeded 
about a mile, we landed once more to receive a preſent from a brother 
of Poneow's, who reſided at Emio, conſiſting of one live hog and a baked 

pig. : While we were waiting for the latter, which was not quite done 
enough when we firſt arrived, a conſiderable number of the natives col- 
lected about us, and offered to barter different articles with us for nails 
and beads; amongſt the reſt, 1 was not a little ſurpriſed to ſee the man 
who had juſt before acted the part of God of Emio offering a ſmall pig 
for ſale, and 15 8 cool and collected. 5 
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Wx now directed our courſe towards Matavia Bay, taking with us a 
man of Emio, who wanted a paſſage to Otaheite. Several canoes, ſome 
of them with women only, followed us a conſiderable diſtance, notwith- 
ſtanding the ſea ran pretty. high, and-it muſt have required ſome labour 
to haye got back again. We-obſerved ſeveral of the natives of Emio 
who were of a much lighter complexion than thoſe of Otaheite ; one 
woman in particular was remarkably conſpicuous for the fairneſs of her 
ſkin, and had a flight tinge of red in her cheeks and lips, which is an un- 
common appearance among the natives of theſe Hlands. The men made 
us a tender of their women, and ſeemed to think it a neceſſary proof of 

our friendſhip that we ſhould accept their offer. The ladies on their 


part ſeemed to have no averfion to comply with the requeſts of their 
hufbands and relations, not excepting her Majeſty. This did not ſur- 


priſe us after what we had heard at Otaheite : for we were there in- 
formed that Otoo's wife made no ſcruple of granting her favours to ſome 


of the great chiefs ; and that Otoo ſometimes ſolaced himſelf with his 


brother Orepia 8 Ay which the acknowledged, and ſeemed to think an 
honour, 


Wx arrived at Matavia Bay about two o'clock in the morning, having 
rowed great part of the way, chere · being but very little wind. At our 
firſt ſetting off from Emio, the ſea running pretty . high, - Poneow's 
younger brother went and fat in the bow of the boat; and whenever he 
ſaw a large wave approaching, called out to it, and made a motion with 


his hands for it to keep off, and prayed to the breeze to freſhen and carry 


us quickly to Matavia Bay. During our abſence, one of the natives ſtole 
a ſheet, and was diſcovered and purſued ; he was fired at ſeveral times, 


Os but

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but eſcaped'by diving ; he was caught, however, preſently after on ſhore 
by Orepia the king's brother, who ſeized him by the hair of his head 
with one hand, and held a large ſtone in the other, in the attitude of 
ſtriking him and in this manner brought him on board and delivered 
him up to the third mate, who had been left in command of the ſhip, beg- 
ging that he might be hanged immediately, which was the way he 
uſually puniſhed offenders of this deſcription ; and adding, that he had 
hanged ſeveral himſelf : howeyer, his requeſt not being complied with, 
the man- was detained till Mr. Cox returned on board ; when he was 
put in irons, but managed to liberate himſelf the night after we 
returned.. 2 | 


/ 


OrEePIA and his wife had flept on board every night ſince the king's 
departure; and we were frequently troubled with the company of a 
younger brother of the king's named Widouah, a very impudent, diſſo- 
lute young man. Both the brothers were fond of wine and brandy, and 
told us they thought it a great pleaſure to be intoxicated; they likewiſe 
rank a great quantity of ava, and generally brought their ſervants en 
board to chew that filthy potation for them. The younger brother was 
once highly offended at a large root of this precious plant being thrown 
overboard through miſtake by our chief mate. Captain Cox, among 
many other petitioners, was ſtrongly urged by this young man to take- 

him to Pritane, as they call England; but I do not believe he was quite 


in earneſt when he made the requeſt ; neither do I think his friends would 


have ſuffered him to go, as he was held in great eſteem as a warrior, 
having iu an action with the natives of Emio killed their late King. | 
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Wx had our r jack ſtole on the zoth; and ſeveral other * theſts | 


were committed on board. 


ON the 31ſt, we had a viſit from Potatow, the friend of Captain Cook, 
and particularly mentioned by him as commander of the Otaheitean 
fleet: he is a fine perſonable old man, and ſeems greatly reſpected by 
his countrymen : he brought a large hog, ſome cloth and fruit, as a 
preſent for the captain; and received a handſome one from him in return. 
We procured a large ſtock of ſruit and roots this day for ſea-ſtore, partly 
by purchaſe, and partly as preſents from our friends, to whom we had 
raade known our intention of failing in a day or two, the thip being 

ready for ſea, We received but two out of the five hogs Otoo had pro- 


miſed us, the others having been ſeized, as we were informed by the 


man employed to bring them, by the Arees or great chiefs about Matavia 
Bay; who afterwards had the 1mpudence to preſent them to us as 
coming from themſelves, and received an equivalent from us in return: 
I muſt not omit to mention, that amongſt the great concourſe of natives 
that viſited us while we remained in Matavia Bay, was a man who related 


to us that he had been taken in a Spaniſh ſhip from Otaheite to Lima, 


ayhere he remained ſome time, and was then brought back again in the 
ſame veſſel: he could ſpeak ſeveral Spaniſh words, and count up to ten 
in that language : he ſeemed very partial to the Spaniards, and ſpoke 
much of the favourable reception he had met with at Lima. 


O the 1ſt of September we unmoored, but were detained from failing 
on account of ſeveral articles that had been ſtolen ; ſome of which we 
recovered the next morning, by keeping the king's mother and an old 
prieſt named Tutaha on board all night, and declaring we would carry 


them 
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them away with us, if our things were not reſtored. In the afternoon, I 1789. 


went on ſhore for the laſt time, with two of our gentlemen, and fawa Sfr un 

Heiva, which was uncommonly indecent and laſcivious. Now I am . 
upon the ſubject of theſe kind of entertainments, I cannot help relating 

a very droll occurrenee that happened in conſequence of one of their noc- 

turnal Heivas, Attracted by the ſound of drums, and a great quantity 

of lights, I went on ſhore one night with two of our mates to one of theſe 

exhibitions. We ſeated ourſelves among ſome of our friends, whom we 

found there; when one of the gentlemen who accompanied me on ſhore 

took. it. into his head to be very much ſmitten with a dancing girl, as he 

thought her ; went up to her, made her a preſent of ſome beads. and other 

trifles, and: rather interrupted the performance by his attentions; but 

what was his ſurprize when the performance was ended, and after he had 

been endeavouring to perſuade her to go with him ou board our ſhip, . 

which the aſſented to, to find this ſuppoſed daniſel, when {tripped of her 

theat: ical paraphernalia, a ſmart. dapper lad. The Otaheiteans on their 

part enjoyed this miſtake ſo much; that they followed us to the beach 

with ſhouts and repeated peals of laughter; and I dare ſay this event has 


ſerved as a fine ſubject for one of their comedies. 


Ix the morning of the 2d we got under weigh, with a light breeze; 2. 
and in going out of the bay touched ſlightly upon the t. il of the Dolphin 
bank, but fortunately, ſuſtained no damage. Orepia now came on board 
to take his leave of us, and brought ſome more of the ſtolen. goods: he 
pretended. to be very. forry for the depredations of his countrymen, and 
reprobated their conduct towards us in the ſevereſt terms; . ſaying, . he 
would certainly hang the thieves who had plundered us as ſoon as he 


could | 
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could; get them in his power ; yet, notrickſluadig his ſceming to feel fo 
much for the honour of his countrymen, and the rectitude of his profeſ- 


ſions, we had the ſtrongeſt reaſons to believe him to be one of the greateſt 


rogues among them. The king's mother cried much at parting with us, but 


in ſuch an affected manner, that 3 it was almoſt impoſſible to refrain from 


laughing. Some of the girls, however, who had been on board the beſt 
part of the time we lay here, and a man, whoſe brother was going with 
us to ſome Iſlands in the neighbourhood, called Tetteroa, ſhewed real 
marks of grief; particularly the man, who was afraid we were going to 
carry his brother to Pritane. We had now a fine freſh breeze, which in 
a ſhort time increaſed into a ſtrong gale, and reduced us from royals to 
double-reefed-topfails ; fo that we ſoon left our friends a conſiderable 
diſtance behind us. "EF 

 Goars and cats are the only articles of live ſtock left theſe Iſlanders 
by the Europeans, that they ſet the leaſt value upon ; theſe we learnt were 
ſometimes eaten by them : as for the ſheep and poultry left by Captain 


Cook, we could neither ſee nor get any ſatisfactory account of them. 


Proviſions of the natural production of the Iſland we found in great 
abundance ; and we were ſupplied with a great variety of excellent fiſh 
from the reef, ſome of which were of the moſt ſingular ſhapes, and 
variegated with the livelieſt colours imaginable, I could not help. 
remarking a cuſtom among the Otaheitean matrons in feeding their chil- 
dren, that ſeemed to me very extraordinary : this was, after they had 
given them a certain portion of bread-fruit or other food, they would 
ſcoop up two or three handfuls of falt water and pour down their throats, 


which they would repeat ſeveral tunes in the courſe of a meal ; and 


— 
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however nauſeous and diſguſting ſuch a beverage might ſeem to us, the 
little infants uſed to ſwallow it with great reliſh : perhaps this may ac- 
count for the Otaheiteans being ſo fond of dipping their meat in ſalt water, 
-when grown up to maturity for I obſerved they preferred it to our 
| ery falt. | 


THE thermometer during our ſtay at Otaheite was from 767 to 80“ on 
board the ſhip, and the weather for the firſt two or three days after our 
arrival cloudy, with heavy ſhowers of rain ; afterwards clear and ſettled. 


Wx arrived in the afternoon at the Ifland or rather Iſlands of Tetterca, 
they conſiſting of a cluſter of eight or nine ſmall low Ifles ; but could 
find no anchorage nor bottom at the diſtance of one hundred yards from 
the reef that ſurrounds them, owing to their flatneſs. They ſeem to 
riſe out of the ſea by inchantment, and afford a moſt romantic and pic- 
tureſque ſcene, being full of inhabitants ; and the ſmalleſt of them co- 
vered with trees: they are ſituated nearly in a circle ; and the ſea, admitted 


by different inlets into the centre, has the appearance of a large lagoon. 


CarrTain Cox went on ſhore with our friend from Otaheite, the ſhip 
ſtanding off and on till his return; when we hoiſted in the boat and 
purſued our voyage. Otoo and his brothers have lands in theſe Iſlands, 
which are ſubject to Otaheite, the natives of both Iflands keeping up 


a a conſtant intercourſe with each other by means of their failing canoes ; 


of which not having been informed at Otaheite, the captain was rather 


| ſurpriſed at firſt to meet with ſome of our Otaheitean acquaintance on 


ſhore: and though the natives had heard of us before, by means of their 
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connection with Otaheite, yet ours was the firſt European veſſel that 


ever viſited their Iſlands, which made them eager to traffic with us; and 


they would fain have perſuaded us to ſtay till the following morning, 


when they promiſed us plenty of hogs. Upon our telling them we could 
not remain there, on account of there being no anchorage for the ſhip, they: 
wanted to know if we could not haul her over the reef, where they ſaid 
we ſhould he ſecure ; or if this was not practicable, whether we could not 
carry an anchor on ſhore, and make- her faſt. 

Ox the morning of the 10th, we croſſed the Equator in 207 Eaſt lon- 
gitude, with a ſteady freſh breeze, thermometer at 780. 


From the 13th to the 17th, we had. a ſucceſſion of light, variable 
winds and calms, with dark cloudy weather, and heavy ſhowers of 


rain. 


Ar ſix in the evening of the 2oth, we ſaw the Ifland of Ownvyner, 


extending from North North Weſt to North Weſt, diſtant about twelve 


leagues. Early next morning, being well in with the land, we failed 
along ſhore, and ſaw ſeveral yillages and a great many of the inhabitants; 
one of whom waved a piece of white cloth to us as an invitation to land, 
for-it blew too freſh for them to venture off to us. In the afternoon it 
fell calm ; and, notwithſtanding there was a great {well, ſeveral canoes 
came off to us, with people of both ſexes : they brought with them both 
freſh and falt fiſh, packages of falt, fiſhing-lines, and ſmall pigs, which 
they bartered with us for nails. We were obliged to carry on our traffic 
with them by ſigns ; for though their lauguage is very ſimilar to that of the 


* 


Otaheiteans, 
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Otaheiteans, their pronunciation is ſo very thick and guttural, that we 
could neither comprehend them, nor make them underſtand what little 
we had acquired of the Otaheitean tongue. A favourable breeze 
ſpringing up in the evening compelled our viſitants to leave us, except a 


man and two women, who ſtaid on board all night.

# 


IN the morning, we attempted to get into Karakakooa Bay, but were 
prevented by the wind's failing us. A great number of canoes now came 
off to us, and we commenced a briſk trade with the natives for hogs, ſalt, 
cordage, cloth, ſpears, ornaments of feathers, &c. ; all of which they ex- 
changed with us for different-fized ſpike nails, which they preferred to 
every thing elſe that we offered them. We mifled ſeveral articles to- 
day, that had been conveyed out of the ſhip by the natives, whom we 
ſoon found were as expert thieves as thoſe of Otaheite. 

IT continued calm till the evening of the 23d, when we took advan- 
tage of a light air and got into Karakakooa Bay, where we anchored with 
the ſinall bower in nine ſathoms. Before we came to an anchor, the 
king of Owhyhee, Maia Mara, honoured us with a viſit, accompanied 
by Tirana, a chief of the Iiland of Otooi, who expreſſed great pleaſure and 
ſurprize at the ſight of Captain Cox, who had ſeen and entertained him 
at his factory at Canton j he having been taken there by a veſſel employed 
in the fur trade, and brou be back again on her return on another voyage. 
I was informed by Mr. Cox that this man's extraordinary ſize and ma- 
jeltic appearance, he being nearly ſix feet four inches high, and remark- 
ably ſtout and well made, got him the appellation of the Great Stranger 


among the Chineſe, for whom he entertained the greateſt contempt. He 
| e | ©. ch 
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uſed frequently to appear while at Canton in the dreſs proper to his 


country. ;z and upon theſe occaſions fally forth brandiſhing a Sandwich 


Iſland ſpear in his hand, to the great terror of the Chineſe: but though 


Tiana made ſuch a formidable appearance, he was of a very mild diſpo- 
ſition, bordering upon childiſhneſs; and uſed while at Canton, to ſit for 
hours together in a room playing with two white rabbits given him by 


Nr. Cox, running after them, and 1 imitating. their motions by * g 


and ſquatting upon his hams. 


— 


Tu king and Tiana brought the captain preſents of a helmet, and 
two beautiful cloaks richly interwoven with ſcarlet and yellow feathers ; 
for which he received a very handſome acknowledgement from him. 
His majeſty is one of the moſt ſavage-looking men I eyer beheld, and 
very wild and extravagant in his actions and behaviour: his body, in 
common with thoſe of many of his ſubjects, was full of ſmall. ulcers ; 
which may be occaſioned by drinking the ava, and their eating a great 
quantity of ſalt and falt fiſh :- he would not partake of our dinner; and 
told us, that both pork atid:plantains were at that time zabooed or forbidden 
them: but though he would not make one at our meals, he would gladly 
have taken up his abode with us and flept on board with his wife ; and 
ſeemed much diſappointed at being refuſed. On the 24th, I went on 
ſhore with the captain in a canoe of Tiana's and ſaw the king's houſe, 


which is very neat and commodious :: he has got two two-pounders and 
two ſwivels mounted before his houſe on a raiſed platform. of ſtone ;; 


the two-pounders have proper carriages, and the ſwivels they. have 
mounted on blocks of wood; the touch-holes are Tecured with pieces of 
cloth tied round them, and the ramrods and ſpunges laid in order at their 
ſides, ſo that they have quite a martial appearance, Theſe guns were 


given to'the king by the een of the above-mentioned veſſel, who 


touched 
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touched here on his return to China from a voyage to the North Weſt 
Coaſt of America. 


A yaRTy of us went on ſhore in the afternoon to the village of | 
Kowrowa, where Captain Cook was killed, and were ſhewn the identical 
ſpot where that unfortunate and great man fell : a tree ſtill remains near 
the place perforated by a cannon-ball which was fired from one of the 
ſhips during the ſcuffle, and ſerves as a memento of that unhappy affair. 
Maia Maia: was on board almoſt the whole of this day, and was conti- 


nually teaſing us for guns and gunpowder, eſpecially the latter article, 
which he uſed' a variety of artifices to procure. We had ſeveral 


ſtriking inſtances of the authority of the chiefs of this Iſland over the |

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inferior claſs of people; one in particular, on our firſt landing at Kowrowa, 
where the crowd of people collected together to ſee us made ſuch a noiſe 
that we could ſcarce hear one another ſpeak ; which being obſerved by a 
chief who was with us, he only waved his hand to them, and in an inſtant | 
the whole multitude were filent : and afterwards, when we were going to 
ſee the Morai, or burying-place, where Captain King was ſtationed with his 
party at the time of the death of Captain Cook, being followed and preſſed 
upon. by the natives upon our near approach to the Morai, the man who 
conducted us drew a line acroſs the ſand with a wand that he carried in his 
hand „ and no perfon but ourſelves preſumed to paſs it, or were ſuffered 
to enter the Morai: The great authority of the chiefs, and their living 
in towns or villages, ſo different ſrom the natives of Otaheite, form a 


diſtinguiſhing contraſt between the manners and cuſtoms of the two na- 


tions: their canoes likewiſe are ſtrikiagly different, thoſe of the Sandwich 
Iſlauds 
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Iſlands being greatly ſuperior in every reſpect; but the natives are neither ſo 


comely nor ſo well clad as thoſe of Otaheite. We procured ſeveral medals 


from the natives at Owhyhee, ſome as preſents, others by purchaſe ; theſe }. 
medals were left them by the Americans, and had been diſtributed amon g 
chem and the people of the different places viſited by the Columbia and 
Waſhington, two veſſels belonging to the United States, and employed in 
the fur trade on the North Weſt Coaſt of America. The medals ſeem 
to have been left at the different places touched at by the Americans, with 
a view to commemorate the firſt voyage of the kind undertaken by them, 
and to fix them in the remembrance of che natives; in my opinion a very 


excellent plan, and worthy the 1 imitation. of all future navigators who 


may be ſent on voyages of * 7 .

EARLY in the morning of the 25th, we got under weigh, and were 
followed by an amazing number of canoes. Soon after we had cleared 


the bay, the king came on board, and as there was little wind ſtaid with 


us till the afternoon ; when a freſh breeze ſpringing up, he and Tiana 


took their leave of us, and quitted us with the reſt of the natives who 


came 


are very neatly executed. On one fide is a repreſentation of the Columbia 


and Waſhington, with the following inſcription round the border: 
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came from Karakakooa Bay ; but others put off to us, as we failed along 178). 
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Mara Mata told us he had killed Terreoboo, the late king, I ſuppoſe 
with a view of recommending himſelf to us, as Captain Cook was killed 
in his reign; but one of our laſt viſitors, who ſeemed to be a man of ſome 
conſequence, ſaid, that Terreoboo died a natural death, and that Maia 
Maia had aſſaſſinated his ſon, a youth, and ſucceeded him as next heir to 
the covernment. Maia Maia ſeems to be more feared than loved by his 
ſubjects, from whom he exacts the moſt implicit obedience, and ſometimes 
treats them with ſeverity : perhaps it may be partly owing to this cauſe, 
that we found a ſtrong inclination among the natives to emigrate ; ſome 
of them indeed were ſo urgent with the captain to take them with him, 


that they would ſcarce hear a denial, or quit the ſhip without being forced . | 


out of her. The thermometer while we remained at Owhyhee ſtood at 80%.

Ox the 26th, we paſſed within five or fix miles of Mowee, and traded 
with the natives, who came off to us in their canoes, bringing with 
them a few ſmall pigs, and ſome remarkable fine yams. Mowee ſeems 
to be a pleaſant Iſland ; and we obſerved water falling in torrents from 
different parts of the mountains, which produced a cool and refreſhin g ap- 
pearance in this hot climate. At ſix in the evening, the body of Mowee 
bore South South Eaſt, diſtant ten leagues, Morotoi South Weſt by South, 
and Wohahoo Weſt South Weſt, We had now a fine breeze from the. 
North North Weſt, and ſteered Eaſt North Eaſt. N 3 | 
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In the night of the 27th, we paſſed the Tropic of Cancer, in 204* 
Eaſt longitude. In the morning, the weather being fair and moderate, 
the powder was got upon deck and aired, and the people were buſily em- 


ployed in killing and falting ſome of our largeſt hogs for ſea-ſtore, The 


ſalt we uſed for this purpoſe was that we had. procured at Owhyhee, which 


is very white, and of an excellent quality. »

O the morning of the zoth, we were nearly becalmed, and caught a 
couple of large ſharks, one of which was hooked three times before he 
was taken. |

Ix the evening of the 6th of October, a {mall web-footed bird, I believe 


of the Tern ſpecies, ſettled upon the rigging, and was caught while at 
rooſt, | | 


Ar ten o'clock in the night of the 8th died Thomas Smith, ſhip's. cook. 


As we had no ſurgeon on board, we could not aſcertain the nature of the 


diſorder which proved fatal to him ; but we ſuppoſed it to have been an 


inflammation of the bowels, occaſioned by a violent bilious colic, a com- 


plaint that our firſt and third mates, myſelf, and ſeveral of the ſeamen, 


laboured under at the ſame time. | 


Wx had now very unſettled weather, with variable winds, 2 fre- 
quent calms, and made but ſmall progreſs. There was a ſenſible altera- 


tion too in the climate; and we found it cold enough on the 14th, the 


thermometer on that day being at 56*, to have a fire in the cabin. 


. op 
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Ar eight o'clock in the morning of the 22d, we ſaw land bearing 
North by Weſt, which we ſuppoſed to be the Iſland of Amluc, one of 
the Fox Iſlands. At noon, the body of the Iſland bore North Weſt half 


Weſt, a groupe of ſmall Iſlands Weſt half North, and another Ifland 
North North Eaſt, our latitude at noon by obſervation 515 30' North. 


The wind next day bein g at Eaſt North Eaſt, and therefore directly ugainſt 
us, as we were bound to the Ifland of Oonalaſka, we bore away for the 


Iſland we had firſt ſeen on the preceding day; and at three in the after- | 


noon were within ſight of it again. At ſix in the evening, we ſtood 
cloſe in with and run down the north ſide of the Iſland, in hopes of find- 
ing a harbour where we might lay till the wind ſhifted, ſo as to enable 
ui to proceed on our voyage, but were diſappointed ; and, ſeeing a large 
Iſland to the South Weſt, ſteered for it under an eaſy fail. At nine at 
night, we hauled on a wind, and ſounded in fixty fathoms, coarſe black 


ſand. On the following morning, at day-light, we were well in with 


the north ſide of the large Iſland, but could ſee no appearance of an har- 
bour; and the wind at this time proving favourable, we gave up our re- 
ſearches and reſumed our courſe, ſteering Eaſt North Eaſt. 


Anour nt! in the morning of the 25th, we We four large Iſlands 
Wy our lee, in a North Eaſt and South Eaſt direction; and at noon 
four others appeared in view, the weather ſqually, with ſhowers of rain. 


At nine on the morning of the 26th, we ſaw the Tower Rock bearing 
South Eaſt by Eaſt, and ſoon after the Iſland of Oonalaſka. At eleven 


in the forenoon, the North Point of Oonalaſka bore Eaſt Nt orth Eaſt, and 


the Iſland of Amoghta South by Welt, our latitude at noon 53*48'N orth. 


In the courſe of the morning we had a ſmart ſhower of ſnow. In the | 


I afternoon p 
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afternoon, the wind veered round to the northward and North North 
Weſt, which prevented us from weathering the North Point of Oona- 
laſka ; ſo that during the night we kept ſtanding off and on, making 


ſhort boards, and endeavoured to work to windward. In the morning, 
the wind proving. more favourable, we worked through the paſſage be- 


tween Oonalaſka and ſome ſmall Iſlands to the northward ; and at five 
in the afternoon, came to an anchor in a cove in the eaſternmoſt bay of 
Oonalaſka, called W with the ſmall . in eight fathoms and 


an half. 


BEronzE we came to an anchor, five Ruſſians came on board in a large 


boat covered with ſkins, and rowed by the natives; they were remarkably 


civil, offering us their fur caps, and aſſiſted us in piloting the fhip into 


the cove. Unfortunately, not one or us could ſpeak or underſtand the 
Ruſſian language, nor they the Engliſh or French; ſo that we were 
obliged to have recourſe to ſigns and figures, by which means wa learnt 
that they belonged to a veſſel at that time ſtationed at the Iſland of 


Oonemak, commanded by a Captain Stephen Corelli; and that they and

others of their companions were diſtributed in ſmall parties at this and 


the adjacent Iftands to collect furs : they had been out ever fince the 


year 1781, from Ochctek, and muſt have undergone great hardſhips in 
roving about among theſe dreary Iſlands for ſuch a length of time, living 

chiefly upon fiſh and berries, yet they ſeemed cheerful and healthy. 
Theſe good people brought on board a large quantity of excellent hali- 
but and dried ſalmon as a preſent for the captain, and received from him 
in return ſome wine and brandy, which was very acceptable to them; 
but unluckily we had neither tobacco nor fauff, which would have been 
much more ſo both to them and the natives, particularly the latter, who 
not only take ſnuff! in the common way, but eat it, 


Cur 
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Ou new friends ſtayed on board all night, and in the morning were 1789. 
Joined by three more of their party and a Kamtſchatkadale. Captain Cox, Ocronen 
our third mate, and myſelf, took our guns and went on ſhore this 3 
morning, where we ſaw a great number of wild fowl, and ſome very A 
large eagles with white heads; but they were ſo ſhy that we could ſcarce | 
get a ſhot at them. The country preſented one of the moſt diſmal 
proſpects I ever beheld, the whole face of it being nearly covered with 
ſnow, and not a ſingle tree or even ſhrub of any ſize to be ſeen. Having 
pretty well fatigued ourſelves with climbing the hills, and ſeeing nothing 
further to engage our attention, we returned on board, where we found 
our Ruſſians, who had been aſhore in our abſence, and brought us off a 
ſecond preſent of fiſh, and a baſket of berries : they ſtaid on board till 


evening, when they quitted us to return to their habitations on ſhore, 


together with the natives, who never, durin 8 the whole time we re- 
mained here, came off to us, unleſs in company with. the Ruſſians, or ſent 
by them on ſome errand; which induced us to think the Ruſſians were ä 1 
jealous of, and had forbid them to have any communication with us. | 

And here I muſt obſerve, that theſe poor people ſeem to be completely 

ſubdued by, and are in a ſtate of the moſt abject dependence upon, the 

Ruſſians, who oblige the men to ſet and look after their fox-traps, to fiſh 

and hunt for them, &c. and the women make their boots, The Ruſſians, 

beſide, ſtrip them of all their moſt valuable furs; ſo that i it is in vain for a 

ſtranger to think of procuring any, while they remain at the Fox Iſlands, 

To keep themſelves in the good graces of the natives, and ſtimulate 

them to work, the Ruſſians occaſionally diſtribute among them a few 

copper and pewter rings, glaſs-beads, &c..; and we ſaw them reward a 

man with a pinch of ſnuff who had been out fiſhing for them the grexeſt 


: - part of a cold bleak night, and he appeared W ſatisfied. |

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Towanps noon on the 29th, a party of Oonalaſka womeit camealong- 
ſide the ſhip; but the Ruſſians, who were then with us, would not 
ſuffer them to come on board, and ſent them on ſhore again. As ſeveral | 
of us wiſhed to have a nearer view of theſe ladies, we followed them in 
our boat, and found them fitting near the beach looking at the ſhip. The 
Ruſſians no ſooner ſaw us direct our courſe towards the women, than 
they rowed after us, and immediately upon their landing drove them 
away, ſtriking and treating them very roughly, at the ſame time pointing 
towards the hills, and ſignifying: that they ſhould go home: but they 
would not diſperſe entirely ; and the Ruſſians retiring ſoon after, ſeveral 
of them came off to the ſhip and ſtayed on board all night. The women 
were as fond of tobacco and ſnuff as the men, and were thankful for an 
old quid from the mouths of our ſeamen, which they would hand round. 
and chew after each other with the greateſt reliſh imaginable. They 
wear ornaments of bone and beads in their lips and- the cartilage of the 
noſe, which are perforated for the purpoſe ;. and in this and every other 
particular exactly reſemble the prints of them in Captain Cook's laſt 
voya ge, taken from the elegant drawings of Mr. Webber. | 


Tux ladies left us early in the morning and joined their companions, 
who remained on the beach all night, and ſlept among ſome-coarſe graſs 
and ruſhes, with nothing to lie upon but a ſmall mat, though it was a 
ſharp-froſt. Before I take leave of the natives of Oonalaſka, I muſt do 
them the juſtice to ſay, that they are apparently exempt from the vice of 
pilfering and ſtealing every thing that laid in the way, which was the 


. conſtant practice of the enn of the Iſlands we. had lately viſited. . 
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A cunlous circumſtance happened to-day, which ſerves to ſhew the 1789. 
mflucnce of habit over the brute creation, and their attachment to the W 05 
place where they are fed and taken care of. We had carried ſome hogs 9 
and a goat to a ſmall Iſland about two hundred yards from us to graze, 
where they had not been long, when, to our gre..t ſurprize, we perceived 
one of them, an Engliſh boar, ſwimming off to the ſhip, where he 
actually arrived; but both our boats being abſent, we could not pick: him PET 
up, and the poor animal, not being able to get into his old quarters, ſwam . 
to the oppoſite ſhore, though at the diſtance of above a quarter of a mile, | 
and was taken there on the following day. In the evening it blew very | 
freſh from the ſouthward, and there being every appearance of a tem-- 
peſtuous night, we let go the beſt bower anchor; but it proving more 
moderate in the morning, hove it 1n again, and moored with the ſtream 372 | 
anchor to the eaſtward. We received a preſent of fiſh and berries from 
the Ruſſians this afternoon, and daily during the remainder of our ſtay: AS | 
the fiſh conſiſted of halibut, ſalmon, and falmon-trout : : the halibut were : |

excellent; but the ſalmon are of the honk-nofted kind, and far inferior-: 
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Oy the 0 November, the captain made an excurſion. on ſhore, and ſaw. Noveurzz « 


one of the dwellings of the Ruſſians : ; it nearly reſembled the huts of the Y 
natives, which have the appearance of a little hillock, or heap of rubbiſn, 
covered with patches of graſs. The. Ruſſian, however, inſtead of de- 
ſcending into his hut by a pole, with notches cut in it, like the natives, 
had the conveniences of a. door, and a couple of windows made of the 
bladder or inteſtines of. ſome large fiſh : he likewiſe greatly excelled : 


them in point of cleanlineſs, the huts of the Oonalaſkans being intolerably

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filthy. The owner of the houſe, who was at home, and employed in making 
of fox · traps, received the captain with great civility, and ſet before him 
the beſt repaſt his humble cottage afforded, which conſiſted of ſome

ON the 4th, the captain ſet out in the cutter to view the harbour of” 


Samganoodha, and returned again at night. In his way thither, he paſſed 
the reſidence of ſome of our Ruſhan friends, who fired ſeveral muſkets 


Ma. Cox having expreſſed a deſire to obtain one of the Oonalaſkn 
canoes, the Ruſſians preſented one to him on the 5th : he had before 
applied to the natives, and made them conſiderable offers for one, but in 
vain, as every thing ſeems to be at the diſpoſal of their Ruſſian maſters. 
Word was brought us to-day, that a boar and ſow we had ſent on ſhore, 


in hopes they would breed and ſtock the Iſland, had been caught and 
Killed in the fox-traps. 


On the 6th, the captain being informed by the Ruſſians that there 
was a paſſage out to ſea to the South Eaſt, formed by a ſmall Iſland 
called Sedagha, which we had. taken for a part of Oonalaſka, went in the 
cutter to examine it. Weihad now been longer here than we expected, 
owing to a ſucceſſion of calms and foul winds.; but in the morning of 


the Bth, a favourable. breeze ſpringing up from the W elt North Weſt, we

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got under weigh and went to ſea, through our newly-diſcovered paſſage 
to the South Eaſt. At four in the afternoon, the extremes of the Iſland Norzunre + 


8. 
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of Oonalaſka bore from South Weſt to North half Weſt, a rock off the 
North Point North half Eaſt, diſtant ſeven or eight miles, and another 
rock at the entrance of the channel we had come through, North by 


Weſt half Weſt, diſtant three or four leagues. None of our Ruſſian 
friends were on board at the time we failed ; and I ſuppoſe they were not 
alittle ſurpriſed at our ſudden departure, as-we uſed to receive daily viſits : 
from them, and they had promiſed to procure us a ſtock of dried fiſh to 


carry to ſea with us. 


Wx had fine moderate weather the greateſt part of our ſtay at Oona- 
laſka; and though we found it cold in the mornings and evenings, it was 
mild and pleaſant in the middle of the day: the ſnow too which, upon 
our firſt arrival, almoſt covered the Iſland, was now nearly melted away, 
except on the tops of the mountains. The thermometer kept unſettled 


between 42 and 50, though it roſe one day as high as 58*, 


Tre bay or harbour of Udagaki, in which we anchored, lies in latitude - 
53* 45 North, and longitude 166* 24 Eaſt, running inland near twenty 


miles.

Towarn the evening of the roth, it began to blow very freſh from 
the South Eaſt, and increaſed ſoon after into a ſtrong gale, which laſted 


till the 14th, with little abatement, and was accompanied with heavy 
rains, and a very large ſea, which cauſed us to ſhip much water, 
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On the morning of the 2oth, there came on one of the moſt violent 
ſqualls of any we had experienced during the voyage; after which it blew 
an abſolute hurricane, and the ſea running very high at the ſame time, 
obliged us to lie-to under a cloſe-reefed main and main- ſtay ſails till nine at 
night, when it was ſomewhat more moderate, and we were enabled to 


make fail ; but there was ſtill a terrible ſea, which broke over us ſeveral 


times, carried away great part of the head-railing, and waſhed the cutter 


from the ſpars on the main deck, where ſhe was faſtened, into the lee 
ſide of the waiſt, 


* 


Ox the night of the 28th, we once more crofled the Tropic of Cancer, 


in 169 of Eaſt longitude, The thermometer on the following noon ſtood 
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Anovr ſeven o'clock in the morning of the 12th of December, we ſaw 
the Iſland of Saypan ; and at half paſt nine, the Iſlands of Tinian and 
Aguigan. At half paſt two in the afternoon, we came to an anchor on 
the South Weſt ſide of the Iſland of Tinian, with the ſmall bower, in 
ten fathoms, rocky bottom; having firſt taken the precaution to ſecure 
aur cable, by worming and rounding it for ſeveral fathoms. A fine 
breeze ſetting off the land, ſaluted us with the moſt fragrant and de- 


— 


lightful odours; and we were ſoon gratified with the ſight of ſome beau- 


tiful white cattle, feeding and friſking about among the trees; which 
added greatly to the charming appearance of this Ifland. The boats 
were now hoiſted out, and the captain with a party of us went on ſhore, 
where we expected to procure ſome freſh beef; but were diſappointed, as 
the cattle retired among the woods the.inſtant they ſaw us; and it would

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have been in vain to have purſued them, for the underwood was nearly 
a * . 
impenetrable: we therefore returned on board again, after having loaded 


the boat with wood, and gathered a quantity of fine limes. 


 NExT morning we went on ſhore again, and landed further to the 
northward than we had done on the preceding day. Here we found ſe- 
veral huts erected by the Spaniards, who come here annually from their 
ſettlement at Guam to procure beef for the garriſon of that Iſland. The 
- Spaniards, or ſome other people, muſt have quitted Tinian but a very 
ſhort time before our arrival, as they had left a wild hog in a ſtye, that 
| had died but lately, and a fine dog, Which we caught, and carried on 
board with us. We were directed by a beaten path, about forty yards 
in length from the huts, to the Well mentioned by Lord Anſon aud Com- 
modore Byron; and though the water it contains is not the beſt in the 
world, it by no means deſerves the reproaches beſtowed upon it by the 
Commodore, fince we neither found it brackiſh nor full of worms, as 
he aſſerts it to have been. And here I cannot help obſerving, that this 
gentleman ſeems to have taken as much pains to depreciate this Iſland, 
as Lord Anſon had been too laviſh in his encomiums on it; for whatever 
may have been the ſtate of Tinian when his Lordſhip was there, 
future viſitors may look about in vain for thoſe delightful lawns, painted 


in ſuch glowing colours by the author of his Voyage. 


OvR people being ſet to work to cut wood for fuel, and other pur- 
poles, I ſet out from the huts where they were ſtationed, in company 


with our third mate and one of the ſeamen, in purſuit of game, We at 


6 . ̃ . K firſt 
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firſt followed the traces of a path; but it ſoon failing us, we were obliged? 
to force our way through the thickets, in hopes, as we got into the inte- 
rior part of the country, we ſhould get clear of the trees and underwoed z. 
which we did, after having proceeded a conſiderable diſtance with great 
labour and fatigue ; but we were (till ſo much incommoded by a kind of 
weed that grew as high as our breaſts, by the heat, and by an intolerable: 
number of flies, that I quitted my companions, who wiſhed to penetrate: 


a little farther into the country, and made the beſt of my way back to 


the wooding party at the huts ; where I did not arrive till late in the 
afternoon, being nearly exhauſted with the fatigue of puſhing through: 
the buſhes, and climbing trees, to ſee that I was going in a proper 
direction, which was a very neceſſary precaution, as F was at one time 
totally loſt for upwards of two hours. I met with a- great. many wild 


hogs; and I had nearly ſtumbled upon an animal which, upon being 


rouſed, darted through the thicket with ſuch velocity, that I could not 
diſtinguiſh what it was; but ſuppoſe it to have been one of the guanicoes 


deſcribed by Lord Anſon, and which are ſaid to abound in the neighbouring 


Iflands of Say pan and Aguigan. I faw alſo ſome fowls-in my ramble, and 


ſhot a pig. Our third mate, who returned about half an hourafter me, re- 


ported, that ſoon after I had ſeparated from him, he fell in. with a herd of 
cattle, and ſhot one of them, a fine young bull; but having only one man 
with him, and it being a conſiderable diſtance from the beach, he was: 
obliged to leave the carcaſe in the charge of his companion, who con- 
ſented to remain with it all night ; being apprehenſive they might not 
have found the place again, had they both returned together. 


i 
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NexrT morning, a party was ſent to procure ſome part of the animal, 
but, upon their arrival, the greateſt part of it was found to be tainted and 
entirely ſpoiled ; however, ſome pieces were cut from the parts that 


were the leaſt affected and brought on board, which furniſhed us with 


an excellent diſh of ſoup, and ſome ſteaks, the meat being very tender 
and fine grained. Wild hogs and poultry are in great abundance at 
Tinian ; and though the latter are ſhy and difficult to come at, on account 
of the under wood, it is pleaſing to hear them crowing and cackling in 
every direction; ſo that it is difficult to diveſt one's ſelf of the idea of 
being in the vicinity of ſome country village, or large farm- yard. Tinian 
produces plenty of limes, lemons, guavas, ſome cocoa-nuts, cuſtard apples, 
and indifferent oranges, with a variety of beautiful trees; among which 


was the bramin and bread-fruit trees, but the latter had no fruit upon 


them, and the cotton ſhrub. In our differeirt excurſions on ſhore, we 


met with the remains of ſeveral of thoſe curious edifices deſcribed by 


Lord Anſon, and ſuppoſed to have been erected by the original inhabi- 
tants of the Iſland. Theſe buildings are of a moſt ſingular ſtructure, and 
conſiſt in their preſent ſtate of two ranges of columns, either of ſtone or 
compoſition, and of a pyramidical form, having large ſemi-globes placed 
on their tops, with the ſurfaces upwards. 


Ir theſe ſtructures are really of ſtone, which I imagine them to be, it 


is aſtoniſhing how a rude and uncivilized people, unacquainted with any 


of the arts neceſſary for the purpoſe, and without proper tools, could 
have farmed and erected them. We meaſured one of the pillars, and its 
ſemi- globe, or capital, the dimenſions of which were as follow:

HavinG got on board a ſufficient ſtock. of wood, and filled our empty 
water-caſks, we got under weigh in the evening, and ſtood. to the weſt- 


ward, The thermometer, while we lay in the Road of 'Tinian, kept, 


with little variation, at $3*; but the heat was conſiderably more intenfe 


on ſhore. 


Ar eight o'clock in the morning of the 24th, we ſaw the Iflands of 
Bottol, or Tobacoſima; and at noon, Formoſa bearing Welt :. at this time, 
we were paſſing between the two Iſlands of Bottol, and perceiving with 
our glaſſes ſeveral towns or villages on the larger Iſland; and ſome of the 
inhabitants putting off to us, we lay-to for them. At firſt, they would 
ſcarcely venture within piſtol-ſhot of the ſhip ;. and at that diſtance threw 


us ſome boiled yams, plantains, tarroo, and a bone reſembling a bone of | 


mutton, but which was moſt likely that of a dog. In return for this ap- 
parent civility, we threw them ſome empty glaſs- bottles, which they 
picked up with great eagerneſs, and dived after thoſe that were finking. 
While our attention was engaged in looking at their ſcramble for the 
bottles, one of them managed to come under our ſtern and cut off two or 


three yards off the enfign, which was trailing in the water. They now 


began to be more confident; and two or three of them came on board, 


who were for ſeizing every thing that came in their way. One fellow in 


particular took a great fancy to the enſign, and the log- line and reel, and 


— 


actually 
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actually drew his creſs to cut the halliards ; ſo that we were obliged to 
turn him and his companions out of the ſhip, and make fail as faſt as 
poſſible, to avoid any diſagreeable conſequences, eſpecially as we ſaw more 
of them coming on board.

THe natives of Tobacoſima, who ſeem to be a mixture of the Chineſe 


and Malays, are of a light copper-colour, very meagre, and of the middle 


Nature ; they go almoſt naked, having nothing'but a very narrow ſtrip of 


cloth faſtened round their waiſts, and a ſtraw or wicker cap: ſome fe of 


them indeed appeared to have on a kind of leather jacket, probably by 
way of armour ; and every man wore the Malay creſs, or dagger, with a 
jagged edge, ſuſpended at his breaſt in a ſheath. Their boats, which are 
very neatly conſtrued, and painted, are rowed with oars; they carry 
ten or eleven men, and, like thoſe of the Chineſe, have eyes painted upon 
the bows. k ; | 
Ar half paſt nine at night, we paſſed within ſix miles of the ſouth end 
of Formoſa. During the remainder of the night and the following day, 
it blew a ſtrong gale from the North North Eaſt, and che ſea riſing to a 
prodigious height often ſtruck us with great force, and cauſed us to ſhip 


much water.

ON the morning of the 26th, the violence of the gale was ſomewhat 
abated; but the ſea went down but little, and ran very croſs and confuſed. 
In the courſe of the day we ſaw great numbers of Chineſe fiſhing- boats; 
and at five in the afternoon, the rock called Pedera Branca bearing Weſt, 
7 | diſtant 
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diſtant four leagues, and the continent of Aſia. About two o'clock next 
morning, the Lema Iſlands were in ſight ;- but as we did not think it pru- 
dent to proceed till day-light, we hove-to, and made fail again at half paſt 


five, when we ſtood i in for the Great Lema ; and at two in the aſternoon 


came to an anchor in Macao Roads with the beſt bower in four and a half 


fathoms water, and ſaluted the caſtle with nine guns; which was returned 
with the ſame number. We found a very large Portugueze ſhip riding 
at anchor in the road, and could perceive ſeveral others in the Typa. 
Our cutter being now hoiſted out, I accompanied the captain on ſhore in 
her, to procure a pilot. TO 

Ueon our landing g, we paid our reſpeds to the civil and military g go- 
vernors, and having engaged a Chineſe pilot to conduct us to Wampoa, 
returned on board again, in the afternoon of the following day. The 
captain would have ſailed immediately, but the pilot neglecting to come 
on board according to his promiſe, we were detained till the evening of 


the 2gth, when we got under weigh. 


Trovon Macao, like the Iſlands that nearly ſurround it, has the moſt 
dreary barren aſpect imaginable when viewed at a diſtance, it improves 
conſiderably upon a cloſer inſpection; and the town and fortifications 
make a pretty appearance at ſea. The Portugueſe have ſeveral good 
gardens interſperſed among the buildings i in the town; but that belonging 
to Mr. Fitzhugh, one of the Engliſh Eaſt-India Company's ſupercargoes 
at Canton, claims particular notice, for the very elegant taſte that has 
been diſplayed in laying it out ; and though the grounds are not very 


extenave, every embelliſhment of art has been united to a happy natural 


ſituation, 


— 
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fituation, commanding a delightful proſpect, to render it a moſt en- 
chanting retreat. In the centre of the garden ſtands a curious pierced 


rock, in the cavity of which it is ſaid the celebrated poet CamoEns com- 
poſed the Luſiad.

We procured ſome tolerable beef at Macao; and pork, poultry, we- 


getables, and fruit are to be had there in plenty: the ſea alſo furniſhes 


the inhabitants with a great variety of excellent fiſh. 
Os 
Wx found it very cold in Macao Roads, the ir being ſo 


tow as 56* ; and the change of climate affected us * more ſenſibly, as 
we had juſt come out of the warm latitudes. 


O the iſt of January 1790, we arrived at Canton, the final place of 


our deſtination, having been only ten months and ſive days in performing 
our voyage, and traverſing this immenſe ſpace of ocean; and what was 


rather extraordinary, and fortunate for us, as we had no ſurgeon on board, 


our people in general were remarkably healthy, and we only loſt one 


man, notwithſtanding they had to experience all the viciſſitudes of 
climate and weather.
